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Tessie Survives, 
Moves to 
Unitarian Church 

Everything Lost in Fire; Volunteers Sought

T he annual Tenderloin Tessie Thanks¬ 
giving Dinner was burned out of its 
usual home by the arson that gutted 
historic St. Paulus Lutheran Church 
last week, but organizers have already found 
a new location for next week’s feast. 

The annual event, which is more than 
two decades old, will be held from 1 to 4 
p.m. at the First Unitarian Church, located at 
1187 Franklin at Geary, on Thanksgiving 
Day, November 23. 

“Because we just found a place, and be¬ 
cause of the disruption, we will probably 
serve 500 people instead of a thousand this 


year,” organizer A. L. Allen told the Bay 
Area Reporter. 

The event is an institution among low-in¬ 
come lesbian and gay Tenderloin residents, 
many of whom are seniors. 

Because all of the equipment at St. 
Paulus perished in the fire, Allen said or¬ 
ganizers “need everything - from pots and 
pans to turkeys and salads. We need peo¬ 
ple who can cook and help set up and 
serve, whether it’s for a half-hour or an 
hour.” ▼

CHIPS Ready 
To Match PWAs 
With Housing

A fter months of slow or no 
client placements for 
PWAs with housing 
needs, San Francisco’s 
Centralized Housing and Infor¬ 
mation Placement Service 
(CHIPS) will soon be getting up 
to speed, according to its program 
director. 

CHIPS began one year ago 
under a lottery system to coordi¬ 
nate 70 rental subsidies and shel¬ 
ter programs offered by govern¬ 
ment and private agencies, ac¬ 
cording to Barbara Levy, Program 
Director at Independent Housing 
Services. So far 200 clients have 
been housed. 

“We’re now at the point where 
we’re ready to move ahead pretty 


rapidly, because various housing 
providers associated with the pro¬ 
gram now have large numbers of 
their rental subsidies which they 
need to distribute,” Levy told the 
Bay Area Reporter. Still, she 
added, “It won’t nearly match the 
need,” nor speed through the 
more than 2,000 names on the 
waiting list. 

The CHIPS program covers all 
existing and planned HIV/AIDS 
housing programs receiving funds 
from the Department of Public 
Health, San Francisco Redevelop¬ 
ment Agency, and the federal 
Housing Opportunities for People 
With AIDS (HOPWA). Unlike 
commercial agencies that match 
up landlords and renters, owners 
aren’t lining up - here in the Bay 
Area or in the rest of the country

- despite the fact that rent vouch¬ 
ers for AIDS housing tend to be 
more remunerative than average.

$25K Reward Offered 
In Murder of Gay Man

T he investment brokerage firm 
of Charles Schwab and Com¬ 
pany has issued a $25,000 re¬ 
ward for information leading 
to the arrest of the person or persons 
responsible for the brutal murder of 
Gary Patock, 37, a popular Schwab se¬ 
nior operations manager. 

Patock’s body was discovered in an 
open dog run area behind St. John’s 
Elementary School in the Glen Park 
District on October 27. The area where 
he was found was across the street 
from his house. 

The immediate cause of death was 
listed as blunt trauma injury to the 
head, according to the coroner’s office. 

A gay man, Patock had been employed by the brokerage com¬ 
pany since 1989. A memorial service was held at Schwab shortly 
after the murder. Funeral services for Patock were held in Chicago 
earlier this month. 

According to San Francisco Homicide Inspector Armand Gor¬ 
don, the police “are actively investigating” Patock’s brutal murder. 

“Neither I nor my partner. Inspector Jim Bergstrom, believe this 
was a hate crime or that he was randomly attacked by someone he 
did not know,” Gordon told the Bay Area Reporter. Both men are 
considered expert investigators. 

“He was highly respected in his neighborhood as well as in his 
business,” Gordon said. “No one has said anything bad about Gary 
Patock to us.” 

Gordon declined to release any more information about the in¬ 
vestigation except to say that police were exploring “several differ¬ 
ent avenues” in the homicide. ▼

Sour Milk Member 
Vows To Oppose Migden

A long-simmering and very 
nasty behind-the-scenes political 
dispute burst into open and intense 
political warfare this week when 
Harvey Milk club member and 
gay attorney Paul Melbostad 
vowed to find a candidate to op¬ 
pose fellow club member Supervi¬ 
sor Carole Migden’s bid for the 
state Assembly. 

Melbostad made the announce¬ 
ment a day after the November 13 
special endorsement meeting of 
the Harvey Milk Lesbian and Gay 
Democratic Club at the Women’s 
Building. 

The club endorsed Assembly 
Speaker Willie Brown for mayor 
in next month’s run-off election, 
prompting Melbostad to charge 
that Migden made a political deal 
long ago to endorse Brown, in ex¬ 
change for his endorsement in her 
race, at the expense of the lesbian 
and gay community and its politi¬ 
cal future. 

“This is absolutely going to be 
an issue in the lesbian and gay 
community as Carole seeks elec¬ 
tion,” Melbostad says. 

Melbostad’s anger goes back to 
the earlier phase of the mayoral 
race, when Migden had supported 
Brown over openly lesbian candi¬ 
date Roberta Achtenberg. “She 
made a specific and very active ef¬ 
fort to undermine the most pro¬ 
gressive gay candidate for her 
own agenda,” he told the B.A.R. 
“Gay empowerment is not about

one gay candidate stabbing anoth¬ 
er gay candidate in the back to 
promote herself, and that’s what I 
see as the crux of it.” 

Melbostad said the issue is not 
the endorsement of Brown but po¬ 
litical skulduggery by Migden and 
her campaign operation. 

“If she had merely said that she 
had endorsed Willie Brown before 
Roberta announced and that she 


had to stick by her candidate, 
that’s understandable. But she ac¬ 
tively worked to undermine 
Roberta’s campaign and the gay 
club endorsement process. That’s 
unacceptable,” he told the B.A.R. 

“I supported Roberta for 
mayor, and I’ve supported Carole 
in all her previous campaigns, in¬ 
cluding her campaign for Commu¬ 
nity College Board way back in 
1982,” he said. 

He went on to accuse Migden 
and her campaign staff of actively 
working against Achtenberg, and 
stacking the lesbian and gay polit¬ 
ical club with memberships in 
order to swing its endorsement. 

“I was active in the Milk 
Club’s endorsement process,” 
Melbostad said. “I know at least 
50 people on the list who were ei¬ 
ther paid staff members of Willie 
Brown, people seeking political 
appointments, elected officials, 
and staff members of elected offi¬ 
cials.” 

Migden declined to discuss the 
specifics of Melbostad’s com¬ 
ments. 

“I understand that there are 
going to be residual feelings and 
disappointments as a result of the 
election. I understand that and I 
certainly am not going to engage 
in name calling,” Migden told the 
Bay Area Reporter. 

“There are diverse opinions in 
the community and naturally that 
should be welcomed.” 

The vote to endorse Brown by 
the Club was 50-4. T

Obviously proud of his accom¬ 
plishments and tough decisions 
over the past three years, Mayor 
Frank Jordan explained to the 
Duboce Triangle Neighborhood 
Association Monday, November 
13 why he should be re-elected. 

“When I became mayor, this 
city was in a crisis,” he said, 
adding that today San Francisco is 
ranked top in the nation and sec¬ 
ond worldwide for tourism and 
trade. “We’ve never had that hap¬ 
pen in San Francisco,” he ob¬ 
served. 

Speaking calmly and sincerely 
to a small crowd of about 20, the 
mayor discussed his efforts in 
dealing with the city’s homeless 
problem, public housing, Muni, 
and the elimination of “crime and 
grime.” 

The mayor praised the success 
of his Matrix homeless program, 
which received $24 million from 
Housing and Urban Development 
in Washington, while larger cities 
such as New York only received 
$12 million. Saying that it was 
necessary to acknowledge there 
are several very different sub¬ 
groups within the homeless popu¬ 
lation, Jordan pledged, “If [the 
homeless] meet us halfway, we’ll 
meet them more than halfway.” 

He also spoke of plans to de¬ 
molish the city’s concrete projects 
and erect town houses. “People 
need to have doors facing the 
street so they feel part of the com¬ 
munity,” he said. 

“I’d like to see people own 
their own property,” he told listen¬

ers, adding that his efforts so far to 
increase the city’s 32 percent home 
ownership have been blocked by 
the board of supervisors. 

“I’ve been making tough deci¬ 
sions and people don’t understand 
them or see them,” he said. “I 
don’t care about political reper¬ 
cussions - I want the city to 
work.” 

Jordan also addressed prob¬ 
lems at Muni, saying he can save 
the city $10 million a year by 
changing or eliminating ten of the 
Union’s 20 work rules that he be¬ 
lieves are the root of the trans¬ 
portation system’s inefficiency. 
One rule, he explained, does not 
allow a Muni supervisor to call in 
or punish a driver who does not 
show up for a shift - even after as 
many as 16 such no-shows a year. 

“Then another worker has to be 


called in, at time-and-a-half,” he 
said. “Eighty percent of the prob¬ 
lem is workers not showing up for 
work.” 

He went on to say rules pre¬ 
vented him from installing path 
monitoring devices on Muni to 
prevent “bunching-up” on routes 
and ensure 15 minute intervals. 
He also accused them of “deliber¬ 
ately causing delays.” 

Jordan also accused adversary 
Willie Brown, who was invited to 
the meeting but did not show up, 
of leaving the California House of 
Assembly in shambles. The mayor 
said a “conflict of interest” in 
Brown’s acceptance of money 
from the Police Department and 
Muni, and the promise of millions 
more than he could possibly deliv¬ 
er in return, “is bringing machine 
politics back to the city.” T

Briggs Leaves LGADDA 
For Career As Performer

Lesbians and Gays of African 
Descent for Democratic Action 
(LGADDA) co-chair Kenya 
Briggs has announced that she 
will be leaving the San Francisco 
political organization to step into 
a different kind of spotlight. 

Briggs, a native of San Fran¬ 
cisco, has served as Political Ac¬ 
tion Committee chair since Au¬ 
gust, after working as co-chair 
and treasurer for LGADDA, and 
had originally planned to leave in 
January. “But after this [mayoral 
election] endorsement process, I 
realized I’d have to jump into the 
next March endorsement” for the 
State Assembly race, she told the 
Bay Area Reporter. She soon re¬ 
alized “there’d always be some¬ 
thing,” and so she bid adieu. 

And in doing so, she said 
hello again to the singing and 
acting career she left behind a 
few years ago when she got into 
broadcast journalism in the Los 
Angeles area, and subsequent po¬ 
litical organizing and self-em¬ 
ployment back in the Bay Area. 

“I’m real happy about the 
time I spent in LGADDA. I’ve 
grown a lot doing that, and I’m 
looking forward to coming 


home,” Briggs said. In addition 
to getting an insider’s view of 
San Francisco politics, she said 
the learning experience will pay 
off in other arenas as well: “I 
know that it will make me a bet¬ 
ter performer.” 

Not that she’s lacking the ex¬ 
perience. Briggs sang with the 
San Francisco Girl’s Chorus as a 
teenager before leaving for col¬ 
lege, where she earned a degree 
in opera from the University of 
Southern California. From there, 
she toured Europe. 

Her current artistic home is 
with the San Francisco Choral 
Society, featuring classical 
choral music. “That’s what I re¬ 
ally came up in,” she explained. 
An upcoming concert at the 
LGADDA Kwaanza celebration 
will feature the voices of Briggs, 
LGADDA newsletter editor and 
volunteer attorney for the AIDS 
Legal Referral Panel Ron Hyp- 
polite, and treasurer Andre Mor¬ 
gan. 

Her main goal is to get back 
into the kind of theater produc¬ 
tions where she can incorporate 
singing, Briggs said. “In the be¬ 
ginning of the new year, I’ll get 
into the theater and start taking 
some workshops,” she said.

Briggs does not foresee a 
complete end to her activism 
work, however. “I care about my 
future and the future of my com¬ 
munity. How could I not? 

“I think it’s a duty that every¬ 
one has,” even to make a small 
contribution of time or money, 
Briggs added. 

“You can’t rely on other people 
to win your battles for you.” ▼

A panel discussion about the 
possibility of changing the name 
of Lesbian and Gays of African 
Descent For Democratic Action 
to include bisexuals and trans¬ 
genders is set for today (Thurs¬ 
day, November 16) at the group’s 
general membership meeting. 

Donald Tarver, MD of the 
LGADDA steering committee 
will convene a panel to discuss 
the need for bisexual and trans- 
gender inclusion, and whether 
the group needs to change its 
name. 

“The answer to the above 
question is yes,” Tarver said in 
the November LGADDA News. 
“The obvious exclusion of bisex¬ 
uals and transgenders of African 


descent was opposed by a few of 
the founding members of LGAD¬ 
DA - including me.” .... 

The event is not an occasion 
to debate the proposed name 
change, which requires a motion 
to amend the bylaws, but a panel 
discussion. Panel members will 
include bisexual and transgender 
members of the group. 

Tarver noted in the newsletter 
that there have been bisexual 
members, and one former co¬ 
chair of the group is transgender, 
and said the time has come to 
change the name of the group to 
reflect the diversity of member¬ 
ship.

Coming Home Nurse 
Awarded National Honor

A San Francisco gay man who 
is both the charge nurse at Coming 
Home Hospice and a psychothera¬ 
pist has received honors for his 
clinical skills from a national hos¬ 
pice group. 

Tom Grothe, RN MSCC, ac¬ 
cepted the Heart Of Hospice Clin¬ 
ician of the Year award from the 
National Hospice Organization at 
an annual conference banquet in 
Phoenix, Arizona on Thursday, 
November 9. According to 
Grothe, NHO has advocated for 
hospice care for people with AIDS 
at the end of their lives since the 
beginning of the epidemic. 

“I used the podium to encour¬ 
age hospices to continue to look 
for ways in which they can care 
for people with AIDS,” he told the 
Bay Area Reporter. 

“It isn’t always easy to fit 
AIDS care into a hospice pro¬ 
gram, and that’s part of what I do 
now, teach how to reach out and 
how to provide hospice care for 
people with AIDS.” 

Grothe said that some obsta¬ 
cles to caring for people with 
AIDS in hospices around the 
country arise because AIDS is a 
relatively new disease that brings 
new patient populations to hos¬ 
pices for terminal care. Those pa¬ 
tients may include people who 
have been homeless, or people 
with AIDS who have other diag¬ 
noses including mental illness or 
injection substance abuse. 

“Hospice traditionally is for 
people with cancer, who have

tried chemotherapy or radiation 
but whose illnesses have pro¬ 
gressed to a terminal stage,” he 
said. 

But the course of AIDS is un¬ 
like the course of any other dis¬ 
ease, Grothe said, and hospice 
staffs must adapt their care ac¬ 
cordingly. 

Grothe has been a registered 
nurse for 14 years, has worked in 
the hospice setting for a dozen 
years, and has been charge nurse 
at Coming Home Hospice for 
eight years. 

“I’m a tired old thing. I re¬ 
member Polk Street and the first 
few Castro Street Fairs,” he said. 


UC Berkeley graduate 

Grothe said that he decided to 
become a nurse after receiving an 
undergraduate degree in biology 
from the University of California, 
Berkeley and a friend became ter¬ 
minally ill. Although he already 
has an advanced degree in the 
field, Grothe is continuing his ed¬ 
ucation and is studying to become 
an adult nurse practitioner. 

A hospice charge nurse works 
in a team with other hospice staff 
including physicians, other nurs¬ 
es, and clinical staff to ensure that 
patients are comfortable; that their 
symptoms, including pain, are 
controlled; and that any physical, 
emotional, or spiritual needs dur¬ 
ing the terminal phase of illness 
are identified and responded to. 

Residential hospice care for 
people with AIDS like that provid¬ 
ed by Coming Home Hospice, 
which is managed by Visiting 
Nurse/Hospice of San Francisco, 
is not all that common around the 
world yet, he said. There is much 
national and international interest 
in the variety of hospice services 
provided through Visiting Nurse 
Hospice, which also includes 
home nursing and hospice care. 

Grothe also said the commit¬ 
ment of the lesbian and gay com¬ 
munity, which raised the funds to 
create Coming Home as a place 
where PWAs could receive loving 
and humane care in the last stages 
of their lives, continues to be an 
inspiration. 

“I’m a tired old thing, but 
Coming Home is truly amazing,” 
he laughed. ▼

East Bay Burial Charity 
Faces Grim Financial Future

After ten years of raising 
money through bake sales, casino 
nights, and Christmas tree auc¬ 
tions to offset the costs of funerals 
for indigent people with AIDS, the 
Oakland-based “In Memory Foun¬ 
dation” is running out of steam. 

According to IMF founder Val 
Souza, the organization provides 
grants of $200 each, or about half 
the costs for cremation or a mini¬ 
mal burial. Some mortuaries take 
a loss on funerals, she said, but 
most do not. She told the B.A.R. 
she started the organization when 
no funds were available to bury a 
friend who had died in a hail of 
gunfire, and soon expanded it 
when AIDS-related deaths began 
to occur with grim frequency. Un¬ 
fortunately, Souza said, although 
people are dying in ever-greater 
numbers, and the need for the 
foundation is stronger than ever, 


contributors don’t give as freely 
as they used to. 

The day that Souza spoke with 
The Bay Area Reporter, she had 
tallied 595 PWAs - men, women, 
and children - that IMF helped 
bury. “It’s very tough at times,” 
she said, “especially when you see 
the babies go, you just cry some¬ 
times. We just try to forget it until 
the next one comes along.” 

Equally difficult for Souza, she 
said, is knowing that there are still 
a number of people who do not 
practice safe sex. 

Because of the financial diffi¬ 
culties faced by the In Memory 
Foundation, Souza said future 
grants will be restricted to East 
Bay residents unless and until the 
situation improves.

Safeway Settles Claim 
By Gay Ex-Employee

An out-of court settlement has 
been reached between a gay man 
and Safeway Stores, Inc. over his 
dismissal as a checker at the Mis¬ 
sion Street Safeway for “sexual 
harassment.” The complaint was 
lodged by a customer who later 
admitted she was “just angry” at 
the time. 

The financial terms of the set¬ 
tlement are confidential, checker 
Jaime Awad told the Bay Area 
Reporter. 

“I signed a contract that I 
could not discuss the terms of the 
settlement. But I would like to 
publicly thank Supervisor Tom 
Ammiano and Howard Wallace 
and the Lesbian and Gay Labor 
Alliance for their help,” Awad 
said. 

Awad, a popular checker at the 
29th/Mission Safeway, was dis¬ 
missed earlier this year after a 
run-in with an irate customer. The 
shopper was unhappy with the 
way her groceries were being 
bagged by a new Safeway bagger 
- her frozen foods were not 
bagged together - and was an¬ 
gered by Awad’s intervention into 
the situation. 

“He told me that the bagger 
was new and I was unnecessarily 
embarrassing her,” the customer 
wrote in a letter of complaint to

Safeway. “I told him that he 
could train her or I would, by 
demonstrating how I wanted my 
food bagged.” 

‘I told him to fuck off’ 

According to Awad, he tried to 
remain civil to the customer, even 
though she was extremely argu¬ 
mentative and rude, and was 
swearing and shouting at the bag¬ 
ger and Awad. 

“I told him to fuck off,” the 
customer said in her letter - and 


then she accused him of sexual 
harassment. 

According to the woman’s 
complaint, “One definition of 
sexual harassment is a man trying 
to make a woman act a certain 
way by making her feel stupid.” 

After she was contacted by a 
Safeway Human Resources 
staffer, the woman withdrew the 
complaint. Nevertheless, Safe¬ 
way proceeded with disciplinary 
action against Awad - even 
though a witness signed a state¬ 
ment supporting his version of 
events. 

Safeway initially declined to 
comment on the matter, saying 
that personnel matters were con¬ 
fidential by law, but denied 
through a spokeswoman that the 
chain was anti-gay. 

“We have many gay employ¬ 
ees, and an equal opportunity em¬ 
ployment policy,” spokeswoman 
Debra Lambert told the Bay Area 
Reporter shortly after Awad was 
terminated. 

Awad said the incident was 
one of a pattern of anti-gay inci¬ 
dents at Safeway, and said he was 
terminated by the company after 
his active role in a employee 
strike. 

Last July, Awad was forced to 
remove a pink triangle and a but¬ 
ton condemning anti-gay vio¬ 
lence, after a heterosexual 
woman customer complained. 

The customer was later re¬ 
vealed to be dating one of Awad’s 
heterosexual male co-workers. ▼

So Far 

Off The Track... 


T he great fiscal “train wreck” 
Gingrich promised all those 
months ago came to pass, as 
planned, in Washington this 
week. Like that Amtrak train that tum¬ 
bled into an Arizona ravine last month, 
many factors led to the derailment of 
our government. In fact, as far as any¬ 
one can tell, the proximate factor was 
identical in each case: hatred of the 
politics of inclusion, multiplicity, di¬ 
versity, and progression. 

Now our so-called leaders in Wash¬ 
ington are standing off and standing 
firm - as if it were possible to stand 
still and still lead - while the govern¬ 
ment stands down. There is no comfort 
at all in hearing the phrase “non-essen¬ 
tial governmental services” used to de¬ 
scribe the interrupted mechanics of our 
way of life, especially when the words 
come from the new GOPs who think 
all government is non-essential. 

Before you believe that it is only na¬ 
tional parks and museums that are af¬ 
fected, remember that - in this new 
context - 75 percent of the workers at 
the Centers for Disease Control are 
considered “non-essential.” In other 
words, experiments will be abandoned, 
research will suffer, and people will 
die: “A little neglect breeds mischief,” 
a pithy legislator once wrote. “For want 
of a nail, the shoe was lost; for want of 
a shoe the horse was lost; for want of a 
horse, the rider was lost.” The result, of 
course, is that the war is lost. It’s not a 
new concept - the legislator who wrote 
that was Benjamin Franklin - but we 
manage to forget it again and again, 
and allow our little neglects to have 
enormous consequences. 

Of course, we could use a Ben 
Franklin right now, and not just to pith 
on us all from a great height. We could 
use his clear thinking in Washington, 
his awareness of the essential services 
of government, and his ability to roll up 
his sleeves and get something done. In¬ 
stead we have Gingrich and Dole, the 
great train wreckers, and Alphonse 
D’Amato’s Whitewater nonsense (the 
entire investigation/hearing costs of 
which have now topped $25,000,000 - 
talk about your non-essential govern¬ 
ment), and the spectacle of Mr. and 
Rep. Waldholtz of Utah displaying 
their hilarious family values. Like they 


say, if the opposite of pro is con, then 
the opposite of progress is... 

Meanwhile, Israelis (and good peo¬ 
ple everywhere) have recently discov¬ 
ered indisputably that words do have 
consequences. That nation is trying to 
learn something from the assassination 
of its prime minister, and has had to 
admit its biggest problem came from 
religious fanatics living inside the 
country. Finally, we hear, some politi¬ 
cal and religious opposition figures 
have pledged to bring down the level of 
rhetoric, and try to use words to build 
bridges instead of walls. 

We might say it would take a similar 
disaster here for some people to come 
to their senses, but we’ve had a few 
disasters of our own. There’s that Ari¬ 
zona train derailment at the hands of 
right wing fanatics, which we men¬ 
tioned at the beginning of this column 
but which has all but disappeared from 
the media’s attention, and the Okla¬ 
homa City bombing (news of which 
has been thin and elusive of late, too). 
And rather than opening up the dia¬ 
logue, obviously, it has had the oppo¬ 
site effect. Americans are still uncom¬ 
fortable talking about the presence of 
terrorists, particularly those of the 
homegrown variety. 

It is very important that we take a 
cue from Israel and make sure such 
things do get discussed. It’s important 
for parents to know that every time 
they put their kids on a bus or train or 
plane to college, or to Grandma’s, they 
are putting them in danger of being 
blown to bits by irrational Nazis - who 
are being coddled and courted by the 
more radical Republicans. 

Right now, at least, it doesn’t look 
like the country is buying what the 
GOP is selling these days. The latest 
polls show that over 60 percent are 
angry about the situation in Washing¬ 
ton, and that most believe the Republi¬ 
cans are to blame. That’s good news, 
but also bad for us: if they lose on this, 
you can expect them to go back to what 
they’ve done most successfully so far - 
peddling hatred of all kinds, a lot of 
which will be anti-gay. 

That may be some people’s idea of 
effective politics, but all it is to us is 
non-essential government services. ▼

A Wake Up 
Shot of 0J

T here is a white backlash behind the OJ 
verdict. I listen to callers’ diatribes on 
talk radio, and their “outrage” reminds 
me of the acquittal of four white offi¬ 
cers by an all-white jury about three years 
ago. There are the same charges of racial al¬ 
legiance and of ignoring evidence (i.e., the 
videotape of Rodney King’s beating and 
transcripts of police joking about the beat¬ 
ing). There are the same claims of lost faith 
in the system. 

Black or white, we tend to be brutally 
honest when we’re angry. Those white talk 
radio callers are no different ... and there’s 
no editor to soften their tone. 

And there is no freshness in their invec¬ 
tive. They simply reinvent the old notions of 
the black man as animalistic or as half-sav¬ 
age/half-child. Black men are portrayed as 
brutal and abusive. I hear the old stereotype 
of a faceless and nameless black mass that 
lacks thinking skills and is overwhelmed by 
emotions. We are not perceived to be indi¬ 
vidualistic or complex enough to have sepa¬ 
rate and independent issues; therefore, the 
verdict has been linked to affirmative action, 
Martin Luther King, Jr., Colin Ferguson, and 
white America’s newest wonder boy - Colin 
Powell. 

I hear the search for the one black voice 
in America. Many in white America seem to 
believe that there exists one black person 
who speaks for 33 million blacks. In addi¬ 
tion, white America believes it has the judg¬ 
ment to anoint that one black “leader.” A 
white conservative anoints Clarence 
Thomas; the white gay community anointed 
Marlon Riggs the black gay spokesperson. 
As if to fear that blacks follow that one 
“leader” like mesmerized sheep, a Jewish 
group voices opposition to Farrakhan. With¬ 
out white input, we, the black mass, are as¬ 
sumed to be like lemmings, blindly follow¬ 
ing each other to the sea to drown. 

But is America’s racial chasm a concern 
for white gay media? Is there one color-blind 
gay America? Can a white gay person, who 
himself has been repressed (not oppressed), 
be a white supremacist? 

Why not - white gay America is an off¬ 
shoot of mainstream white America. A white 
gay liberal Democrat once told me, “I like 
you, you’re not too black,” and “You’re dif¬ 
ferent, you’ve been exposed to white peo¬ 
ple.” He even told me, “You’re not a ‘real’ 
black. You’re a ‘good’ black.” 

Even my white gay friends do not want to 
give up their luxury of ignorance. When I 
asked them how upset America would have 
been if OJ had been accused of killing his 
first wife - a black woman - instead of 
Nicole, I heard, “I’m tired of this race thing” 
or “I don’t want to hear about it [race] any¬ 
more.” Yet there are plenty of discussions 
over whether or not black men have big 
dicks. (And the nagging question - “Are 
black men animals in bed?” - and the white 
gay magazine that objectifies black men as 
“fetish” both demonstrate that a community 
can fight sexual repression while eroticizing 
racial oppression.) 

In the past, when I’ve tried to discuss my 
own racial slights, my anger was usually dis¬ 
missed with a wave of my hand. When I tried 
to express my anger after an affront, I was 
told I should not dwell on it. I’ve been 
asked, “Why not be the wiser, mature one?” 
But I ask: why should I bear the burden and 
not confront the offender? Why should I play 
the wise and mature Uncle Remus or 
Mammy? 

One America? One gay America? As far 
as I’m concerned, race relations in America 
needed a jolt of OJ - a jolt that rocks the gay 
media as well. 

Now we can address our true racial feel¬ 
ings and stop sugarcoating them with “warm 
and fuzzy” cliches like “One people, one 
universe” or “I don’t see color, I see people” 
or “We are one America.” The verdict shook 
the lid off a pot that’s been simmering much 
too long. For those who were too smug with 
the status quo I shout, “Wake up!" ▼

Tales from the crypto 

I am writing to clarify a point made in your No¬ 
vember 2 edition concerning ACT UP/Golden Gates’ 
report “Cryptosporidium: Current Issues in Biology, 
Law, Medicine and Water Quality.” In the article enti¬ 
tled “ACT UP/SF Zaps Crypto Task Force Meeting,” 
it was reported that “[The ACT UP/Golden Gate re¬ 
port] noted that the state had previously reprimanded 
the San Francisco water district for its failure to ag¬ 
gressively monitor the parasite’s presence.” This was 
not found in the ACT UP/Golden Gate report. Our re¬ 
port did, however, note the following: 

• The city was twice cited and fined for failing to 
monitor fecal coliform levels during July 1995. Fecal 
coliform bacteria are bacteria that inhabit the colon of 
humans and animals and are excreted in their feces. 
Fecal coliforms are monitored because they can cause 
disease and are also very important indicators of water 
quality. 

• The city was cited for twice allowing poorly 
treated water into the drinking water supply during 
March 1995. High levels of Cryptosporidium were 
found in treated water sold to the Alameda County 
Water District by San Francisco Water Department. 

• As a result of the March 1995 treatment failures, 
the state required regular monitoring for Cryptosporid¬ 
ium. High levels of Cryptosporidium were found in 
some samples. According to a city-sponsored report: 
“Presumptive Cryptosporidium occysts were found in 
17 of 59 samples (29%) at seasonal average levels of 
up to 7/100 liters.” 

• The city’s own statistics show there are seventy- 
two people in San Francisco who get cryptosporidio- 
sis from the drinking water. The city has acknowl¬ 
edged a one in ten-thousand annual risk of getting 
cryptosporidiosis per year. As the 1990 population 
was 723,959, this equates to 72 cases per year. 

• The Department of Public Health’s bizarre claims 
regarding anal-oral as the primary means of transmis¬ 
sion are overwhelmingly refuted by the literature on 
Cryptosporidium. 

While we commend Supervisor Migden for start¬ 
ing the task force, ACT UP/Golden Gate is disap¬ 
pointed by the lack of progress it has made. Dr. Mitch 
Katz’s obstinacy and refusal to accept valid scientific 
evidence reflect poorly on both himself and the De¬ 
partment of Public Health. Should the task force wish 
to remain relevant, it needs to allow meaningful, pub¬ 
lic debate of the issues.

Because of the exhibit and the people that attend¬ 
ed the exhibit, we have been offered several other 
places to display our art. The ideas from your speech 
are certainly true. Living with AIDS is a challenge, 
and the support we got from our Mayor Frank Jordan 
makes it all worthwhile.

Disabled parking privileges 

I have had AIDS for several years now. Because I 
have chronic peripheral neuropathy (a degenerative 
nerve condition in the extremities that results in severe 
pain, numbness, and “false messages” being sent to the 
brain), I finally decided to request a disabled parking 
placard for my car. I submitted the paperwork and re¬ 
ceived my placard approximately six weeks ago. 

Today I pulled into a disabled parking spot in the 
Walgreen’s parking lot on Castro Street in Noe Valley. 
The lot was crowded and several cars were waiting for 
places. As I stepped out of my car, a man waiting for 
a spot yelled to me that I was in a handicapped park¬ 
ing place. I informed him I had the placard. He made 
a derogatory remark about the kind of car I was dri¬ 
ving, suggesting that a handicapped person shouldn’t 
be driving such a nice car. 

As I was backing out of my parking place after fin¬ 
ishing my shopping at Walgreen’s, another man 
walked in front of my car and yelled, “You sure don’t 
look handicapped and you sure don’t act handi¬ 
capped.” 

It’s difficult to describe how these incidents made 
me feel. On one level I know that it’s nobody’s busi¬ 
ness but my doctor’s, the state’s, and my own as to 
whether I’m entitled to the placard. But on another 
level, I was hurt and disgusted that in San Francisco 
in 1995 there can be such ignorance. What I would 
like the two rude men to know is that I was awake 
until 4:00 a.m. the night before unable to sleep be¬ 
cause my feet and ankles hurt so badly. Looks can be 
deceiving. I certainly couldn’t tell by their appearance 
that they were stupid, ignorant, insensitive oafs. But 
they were. 

In the future, please think before you open your 
mouth.

Jordan, the progressive 

I read with profound disbelief your endorsement of 
Frank Jordan for Mayor, and I would like to congrat¬ 
ulate the B.A.R. editorial staff for their equally pro¬ 
found courage in issuing this endorsement. 

I am sure when you issued this endorsement you 
were aware that you would receive a wave (perhaps of 
tidal proportions) of vehement criticism. This is 
where the courage factor comes in. This your critics 
will not be able to dismiss, and this makes the B.A.R. 
endorsement perhaps the most significant of this 
mayor’s race. 

As a gay citizen of San Francisco, I feel Mayor 
Jordan has represented me as citizen - not just a “gay 
citizen” with a vote to be cultivated. His representa¬ 
tion of me as a citizen has not been patronizing nor 
manipulative of my sexual orientation status for the 
purpose of securing a vote. I find this appealing, but it 
is not the reason I second the B.A.R. on this endorse¬ 
ment.

Mayor Jordan is the only 
candidate to recognize that not only do alcoholics and 
addicts suffer on the streets, but we the public are also 
suffering from their behavior. Jordan’s critics claim 
Matrix criminalizes the homeless, and where sub¬ 
stance abuse is concerned they offer the simplistic so¬ 
lution of expanding treatment. Although Mayor Jor¬ 
dan’s Continuum of Care plan calls for an expansion 
of treatment, Mayor Jordan recognizes that accessibil¬ 
ity to treatment is immaterial to the motivation to 
enter into recovery. Few drug addicts and alcoholics 
have recovered without accepting responsibility for 
their behavior and their disease. Matrix holds addicts 
and alcoholics accountable. Matrix treats the home¬ 
less as equal citizens, with equal rights and equal re¬ 
sponsibilities. Critics have grotesquely distorted the 
facts concerning this program. It reminds me of a City 
Commission meeting I once attended where the dis¬ 
cussion was whether or not to add “sexual orienta¬ 
tion” to the city’s Human Rights Ordinance. No mat¬ 
ter what facts you presented to the contrary, funda¬ 
mentalist Christians portrayed gays as child-molesting 
deviants. I see no difference whether the bullshit is 
coming from the left or the right - bullshit is bullshit. 
Both the critics of gays and the critics of Matrix base 
their arguments on misconception or outright lies, 
then attempt to sell the public on their warped percep¬ 
tions.

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Revolution Derailed 


t might be premature for the 
Democratic Party to break 
, open the champagne, but the 
makings of a rebound were 
obvious in last week’s off-year 
election results. Newt Gingrich’s 
“Republican revolution” definite¬ 
ly hit a snag when the GOP failed 
to win the governorship in Ken¬ 
tucky. Despite pre-election polls 
from both parties that had forecast 
a GOP win. Democratic Lieu¬ 
tenant Governor Paul Patton 
kept the state under Democratic 
control, albeit narrowly. Patton 
did so by running hard against 
GOP House Speaker Gingrich and 
his policies, a forecast of what 
other Democrats will likely do 
next year. President Clinton won 
Kentucky’s electoral votes in 
1992 with 45 percent of the vote, 
but last year’s national GOP 
sweep captured four of that state’s 
House members, so Patton’s vic¬ 
tory there was extra sweet. 


Commentary 


In Virginia, the GOP spent 
hundreds of thousands of dollars 
in an attempt to wrest control of 
that state’s legislature for the first 
time ever. However, Democrats 
won by a comfortable margin in 
the Virginia House of Delegates 
and still control the state senate, 
due to the tie-breaking vote of 
their lieutenant governor (the sen¬ 
ate is split 20-20). 

While, as expected, Republi¬ 
can Governor Kirk Fordice was 
easily re-elected in Mississippi, 
other state offices, such as lieu¬ 
tenant governor, secretary of state 
and attorney general, were taken 
by the Democrats. Even though 
the overall outcome of the elec¬ 
tion was encouraging. Democrat¬ 
ic leaders were careful not to 
make too much of their apparent 
slowing of the GOP avalanche. In 
fact, polls show that Louisiana 
will likely elect a Republican 
when they vote this Saturday, re¬ 
placing longtime Democratic 
Governor Edwin Edwards. 

Of course, the other good news 
for the Democrats last week, es¬ 
pecially President Clinton, came 
from retired General Colin Pow¬ 
ell’s decision not to run for the 
presidency. In poll after poll, 
Powell was the only potential 
GOP candidate to consistently 
best the president. And with Ross 
Perot seemingly ready to once 
again play the spoiler with his 
newly formed Reform Party, there 
are more smiles in the White 
House these days than there have 
been for some time. 

Just after Powell announced 
he would not run for president. 
Newt Gingrich started a quick 
public relations blitz designed to 
make him a “draft” candidate of 
the GOP - only to have Virginia’s 
Republican governor openly 
blame him for the Democrats 


holding onto the legislature 
there. Recent national polls show 
Clinton’s numbers rising while 
both Dole’s and Gingrich’s are 
slipping. The conventional wis¬ 
dom from strategists from both 
parties (although the GOP would 
deny it) is that Campaign ’96 is 
Bill Clinton’s to lose. 

Election highlights 

The press flack for Registrar 
Germaine Wong got the biggest 
laugh of the long election evening 
when he suggested, straight face 
and all, that “turning on the air 
conditioner” was somehow the 
cause of yet another disaster by 
the registrar’s office. (He did have 
a trace of a smile when he said it, 
though.) It makes one wonder 
what the gang down at Second 
and Folsom would do in an elec¬ 
tion like they have in NYC, with 
four million voters. Will Angela 
make good on her promise that 
“heads will roll?” 

Good news for gays: Maine’s 
anti-gay rights measure went 
down to defeat, thanks in large 
part to the pro-gay Maine Won’t 
Discriminate organization, which 
raised and spent more than $1 
million to defeat the transparently 
homophobic scheme. 

Mississippi voters turned 
down a term limits measure. 
Twenty-one states now have such 
a law. The U.S. Supreme Court 
will likely one day rule term lim¬ 
its unconstitutional. 

Gary, Indiana, a city with an 
80 percent black population, 
elected a white mayor over an 
African-American candidate, the 
first white mayor in decades. In¬ 
dianapolis’ pro-gay GOP Mayor 
Steve Goldsmith was easily re¬ 
elected. 

Keep our city beautiful dept.: 
It’s that time again. Except for 
Willie Brown, Frank Jordan, 
Terence Hallinan, and Bill 
Fazio, let’s get those unsightly 
campaign posters down ... and 
fast. 

Numero uno Brown spent part 


of last Sunday campaigning with 
former foe Roberta Achtenberg, 
who wasted no time in endorsing 
him. The two sat together at 
Glide Memorial Church, and 
Brown told the worshippers there 
that Achtenberg was the “most 
decent candidate in the mayor’s 
race.” 

Meanwhile, Frank Jordan took 
an early 10 o’clock stroll along 
Castro Street. Just about the time 
the mayor met up with a group of 
his gay/lesbian supporters at the 
Elephant Walk to work the area, a 
car stopped a block away at Mar¬ 
ket and Castro. Two young men 
jumped out, quickly dumped two 
cardboard boxes of shredded 
paper, and took off. The mess 
swirled down Castro, borne by 
passing cars. Mayoral staffers say 
the stunt has been pulled several 
times near Jordan’s Van Ness Av¬ 
enue campaign headquarters, but 
guess what, they’re onto you 
guys. I understand they have a li¬ 
cense plate number, too. 

At Senator Dianne Fein- 
stein’s big party for Jordan at 
Planet Hollywood Saturday, there 
was more than a little talk of DiFi 
running for governor again. 
(Reading this, Gray Davis?) Fe- 
instein, who truly loves her job in 
D.C. despite being in the Democ¬ 
ratic minority, gave a rousing 
speech for Jordan, promising to 
beat the bushes for him until De¬ 
cember 12. 

Next year’s Board of Supes 
race should be interesting. The 
next mayor, whoever he might 
be, will get the chance to appoint 
replacements for Assembly- 
bound Carole Migden and 
Kevin Shelley. Famed former 
hooker Margo St. James (now a 
grandmother, incidentally) says 
she is a candidate; Caroline 
(Mrs. Milton) Marks is already 
off and running; and a truckload 
of gay and lesbian candidates are 
sure to jump in.

ord is the talk of Robin 
Tyler’s (possibly last) 
women’s music festi¬ 
val in the Sierra was 
getting enough lesbians to move 
to some sparsely populated state 
to take it over - not whether, but 
which and when. That’s an inter¬ 
esting proposition. Its practical 
implementation piqued my curios¬ 
ity, but not before my initial reac¬ 
tions of “That’s nice, have fun!” 
and “The PC crowd’s going away 
and leaving me alone? Yee, hah!” 
I found it interesting that I neither 
assumed I’d want to check out the 
possibility of moving (out of Cali¬ 
fornia? Yeah, right), nor felt a 
twinge at the sad knowledge that 
politically incorrect moi might 
never be fully welcome and com¬ 
fortable in a lesbian state. 

Nonetheless, my thoughts 
quickly moved to imagining the 
crash course in Real Life 101 that 
looms as a prerequisite to making 
this dream (which once would 
have been my passionate dream) a 
reality. I assumed that, even with 
the growth of Las Vegas and 
Reno, Nevada would be the most 
sparsely populated state and there¬ 
fore the one most easily overrun 
by lesbians. That, I thought, would 
be fun to watch: as a Westerner, I 
can only imagine such a move on 
any (non-coastal) Western state as 
a comic fiasco waiting to happen. 
Especially in Nevada, with its 
legal gambling and commercial 
sex - first dibs on rights to script 
the sitcom! But when I checked an 
almanac, I found that Nevada was 
now only tenth-least populated, at 
1.2 million. So I made a spot eval¬ 
uation of each emptier state’s pos¬ 
sibilities. 

Dykes to Delaware? 

Wyoming is the emptiest at 
453K, but it, too, has the Western 
state disadvantage of too wide- 
open, barren spaces, and not 
enough jobs. Alaska (550K) is too 
rugged and unforgiving for all but 
the hardiest dykes, and has a dis¬ 
proportionate male-female ratio 
that assures new women way too 
much male attention. D.C. (607K) 
- well, aside from not enough 
home rule, another minority has 
first dibs. North (639K) and South 
(696K) Dakota? Maybe if we 
brought back wimmin’s collective 


farms. Montana (800K) is also 
Western and far-flung, though the 
liberal movie stars might help - 
when they’re around. That leaves 
three possibilities, each relatively 
close to New York and Northamp¬ 
ton: beautiful Vermont (562K, 
many of whom are “rock-ribbed” 
Republicans), Delaware (666K) 
and maybe even Rhode Island (1 
mil). 


Commentary 


So let’s say the campaign be¬ 
gins to get three-quarters of a mil¬ 
lion lesbians to move to Delaware. 
The first wave, being made up of 
the serious “wimmin’s space” true 
believers, is heavy on academics 
and the downwardly mobile. 
Right away, the expectations of 
compassionately thorough social 
services are extremely (and fer¬ 
vently) high. Who ya gonna tax to 
pay for the high-end safety net? If 
that first wave doesn’t comprise a 
majority, elections will be won by 
those pledging to hold the line on 
subsidizing a wave of newcomers 
looking to double the population. 
Tax lesbian small business¬ 
women? If taxes are too high, they 
won’t show up, since too little of 
the rewards of their hard work will 
be theirs to keep instead of going 
to the type of woman used to feel¬ 
ing entitled to anyone’s food in the 
shared apartment’s refrigerator. 

If the lesbian state somehow 
did get off the ground, how long 
would it take to run into serious 
budget problems? Since it would 
believe in comprehensive safety 
nets and social engineering as a 
matter of principle, it could be the 
next destination of much of the 
country’s homeless, the new target 
for other states’ Greyhound thera¬ 
py and a magnet for the unem¬ 
ployed. 

And what would lesbian state 
law be like? Would MacKinnon 
and Dworkin write the pornogra¬ 
phy laws? Would consensual SM 
play be felony assault (mirroring 
England’s Spanner case)? Would 
transsexual lesbians face dracon¬ 
ian bureaucratic harassment? 

Lowest common 
denominator 

It’s too bad, because I revel in 
women’s company, especially 


when it involves physical affec¬ 
tion, emotional bonding and the 
potential for intimacy (I’m a les¬ 
bian, duh). My life is set up in 
such a way that I can enjoy the 
steady company of good people, 
most of whom are women. I do 
believe that, on average, women 
have more of a clue than men. But 
society is made up, by and large, 
of the average. A society mostly of 
women, or a lesbian state, could 
be one with a lot of the bullshit cut 
out - or it could be relentlessly 
PC, or brought down to a lowest, 
smarmiest common denominator 
in the name of anti-elitism. 

My belief in the dream of a 
“Lesbian Nation” has tarnished 
over the years, but my belief in 
women hasn’t. Now that I’ve out¬ 
lived two decades of mandatory 
dyke uniforms (whether granola 
crunchy or urban queer), I get to 
do femme bonding, and it gives 
me the optimistic joy I got from 
post-Stonewall lesbianism before 
the fundamentalists wrested con¬ 
trol from us post-peace-creep 
proto-womanists. When I go to 
Osento (wish they had an East 
Bay branch), the sisterly friendli¬ 
ness is as relaxing as the tub and 
saunas. Maybe an equally cool 
lesbian state could happen if it 
were achieved gradually, pragmat¬ 
ically - its administrators more 
Roberta Achtenberg than Mary 
Daly - and nobody had that “I’m 
in Mecca and I’m special” mental¬ 
ity. 

Perhaps another reason I’ve 
few feelings one way or another 
about a lesbian state has to do with 
what may be the Goddess’s birth¬ 
day present as one of those half¬ 
decade odometer rollovers looms. 
In my early twenties, I got this 
idea that reincarnation was like a 
series of acid trips - you’d come 
on slowly, peak, then gradually 
float down as mundane reality 
began to show through the trails 
again. 

Well, real life’s been looking 
like that lately: I’m alternately 
getting ecstatically enthused about 
cool things I’m doing (femme 
bonding, making music, hot 
sex/kink) and feeling kind of time¬ 
less while it all swirls around me. 
Participant/observer. Product of 
my time and place/eternal and 
having fun while I pass through. 
Must be one of those wild-ass 
Sagittarius things. ▼

tions” series at the Osher Marin 
Jewish Community Center in San 
Pedro. She’ll push her new book. 
The Right to Privacy , and spend 
the weekend in the city with 
friends. Call 479-2000 for tickets. 

Less than a week after New 
York’s highest state court ruled it 
legal for unmarried people, in¬ 
cluding gays, to adopt their part¬ 
ner’s children, two Garden City, 
New York lesbians, Robin 
Shlakemand and Dee Hoole, an¬ 
nounced they will ask a lower 
court to let them cross-adopt each 
other’s offspring. The two 
women both conceived daughters 
by the same sperm donor. 

Just across the river from New 
York, however, things were less 
positive last week. Stating that 
“the criminal law has changed. 
The moral law, as to the act of 
sodomy, has not,” Freehold, New 
Jersey Superior Court Judge 
Patrick McGann ruled that the 
Boy Scouts can exclude gays be¬ 
cause “men who do those crimi¬ 
nal and immoral acts cannot be 
held out as role models.” Eagle 
Scout James Dale was expelled 
when Scout leaders learned he 
was gay. Courts have consistently 
upheld the ban on gays, bragged 
national Boy Scout spokesman 
Richard Walker. 

The Quote of the Week is 
from Colin Powell’s speech de¬ 
claring that he would not run for 
president but would remain polit¬ 
ically active: “I will do so as a 
member of the Republican Party 
and try to assist the party in 
broadening its appeal. I believe I 
can help the party of Lincoln 
move once again close to the 
spirit of Lincoln.”

T he Streets of San Francis¬ 
co 11 could be the name of 
a new store located on Pier 
39, filled to the brim as it 
is with Lombard Street bricks, 
street signs, parking meters, cable 
car wires, and other -pieces of 
memorabilia. 

The creators of The San Fran¬ 
cisco City Store opted for a more 
utilitarian title for their venue, 
which has been enthusiastically 
greeted since opening day three 
weeks ago, assistant manager 
Noel Torres told Out for Busi¬ 
ness.

“Business is doing great,” Tor¬ 
res said. “Unfortunately, we’re 
kind of low on our items right 
now, so we’re doing a lot of spe¬ 
cial orders.” Those will be filled 
once the new merchandise arrives 
this week, he said, adding that it 
has been mostly locals who have 
already cleaned out all but about 
25 street signs. Many curious 
tourists snap up t-shirts, but new 
shipments of these and many more 
products, like cable car bells and 
manhole covers, are due to arrive 
at the City Store this week, he 
said. 

The store will train and employ 
formerly homeless and low-in¬ 
come people, which backers like 
lesbian Supervisor Susan Leal, the 
Gap corporation, and the San 


Leal models a City Store special. 


Francisco-based non-profit 
Roberts Foundation describe as an 
innovative partnership among 
government agencies, private non¬ 
profit organizations, and corpora¬ 
tions. Golden Gate Community, 
Inc. won a competitive bid to op¬ 
erate the store. 

Leal was the first to conceive 
of the City Store, and introduced a 
resolution June 1994 that included 


the suggestion it be operated by a 
non-profit already committed to 
providing homeless and unem¬ 
ployed persons with job training 
opportunities. 

“San Francisco used to literally 
throw away real collectible 
items,” Leal said. “Now, for the 
first time in city history, the City 
Store will convert those items to 
cash.” 

The City Store is open be¬ 
tween 10:30 a.m. to 8:30 
p.m., seven days a week. It 
can be reached at 788-5322.

If you like the idea of owning a 
piece of San Francisco, but don’t 
want to lug a brick around with 
you, there is another option. The 
childhood board game that per¬ 
fectly crystallized the great Amer¬ 
ican pastime - real estate specula¬ 
tion - has expanded into eight new 
cities, including our fair city by 
the bay.

Clinton Backs Jesse Helms’s 
Indecent Law to Supreme Court

The Supreme Court accepted a 
case Monday, November 13 to de¬ 
termine whether television cable 
operators have the right to ban 
programs they consider obscene, 
even if the programs come from 
public broadcasting. 

The Clinton administration, in 
an unusual alliance with Republi¬ 
can lawmakers, is defending a 
lower court decision supporting 
the practice. 

Republican Senator Jesse 
Helms of North Carolina spon¬ 
sored the 1992 law that the Clin¬ 
ton administration is defending. 
‘“The problem is that cable com¬ 
panies are required to carry, on 
leased access channels, any and 
every program that comes along,’ 
including programs that include a 
wide variety of highly indecent 
material [before 1992],” said a 
Clinton administration brief, 
which quoted Helms’s remarks on 
the Senate floor.

At issue is whether cable TV 
systems are “public forums,” and 
how much power the government 
has to censor them. 

The Cable Communications 
Policy Act of 1984 requires cable 
systems with more than 36 chan¬ 
nels to set aside some for unaffili¬ 
ated third parties and lets local au¬ 
thorities set aside some channels 
for “public, educational, or gov¬ 
ernmental use” - the so-called 
PEG channels. 

Under the act, cable operators 
were not allowed to exercise con¬ 
trol over the content of the PEG or 
commercial-leased channels. But 
the law also gave the operators 
immunity from lawsuits brought 
under federal, state, or local ob¬ 
scenity laws for programs carried 
on the set-aside channels. 

All that changed in 1992, how¬ 
ever, with the passage of the 
Helms-sponsored Cable Television 
Consumer Protection Act, which 
returned editorial control to cable 
operators, who were then allowed 


“to prohibit indecent programming 
on leased access channels.” 

The new act also required the 
Federal Communications Com¬ 
mission to allow cable operators 
to ban “obscene material, [and] 
sexually explicit conduct” on the 
PEG channels. 

Since it allowed cable opera¬ 
tors to censor their systems, the 
new law also removed their im¬ 
munity from litigation over ob¬ 
scene material. 

When the FCC drew up new 
regulations in 1993 to implement 
the new law, it rejected arguments 
that the law violated the First 
Amendment. But a coalition of 
cable programmers and consumer 
groups filed separate requests for 
a review of the FCC regulations 
by the U.S. Court of Appeals for 
the District of Columbia Circuit, 
and at first met with some success. 

Censorships 
Big Government 

A three-judge appellate panel 


ruled that if Congress let cable op¬ 
erators ban “indecent” program¬ 
ming, then the cable systems were 
acting as an extension of the fed¬ 
eral government. 

The panel tried to send the case 
back down to the commission for 
further consideration. The FCC 
asked the full appellate court for 
review, however, and the full court 
threw out the panel’s ruling and 
upheld the 1992 act. 

The coalition then asked the 
Supreme Court for review. 

The main case before the court 
was brought by the ACLU and the 
Denver Area Educational 
Telecommunications Inc. It was 
combined with a second case, 
brought by TV producer Norman 
Lear’s People for the American 
Way and a number of New York- 
based media-consumer organiza¬ 
tions. 

“The case before the court di¬ 
rectly deals only with public ac¬ 
cess,” said New York lawyer 
Charles Sims, the principal attor-

ney in the case for the coalition. 
“But more broadly, it gives the 
court an opportunity to comment 
on whether there is governmental 
power to censor what is called ‘in¬ 
decent’ programming.” 

Sims said the “indecent” cate¬ 
gory is much more broad than 
“what’s called obscene.” 

“Neither is [the case] limited to 
what people think of as Midnight 
Blue [a controversial public access 
show in New York],” he warned. 
“This is public interest program¬ 
ming that might touch on ... abor¬ 
tion or all sorts of controversial 
subjects.” ▼

Bucks Keep Stopping at KSFO!

ow billing itself as “The 
Right Talk,” San Francis¬ 
co radio station KSFO 
still broadcasts the 
wrong message. The station’s 
right-wing hosts routinely label 
gay men as “pedophiles and cher¬ 
ry pickers,” people with AIDS as 
“leeches,” and peace activists as 
“terrorists.” Despite community 
meetings with management and 
picket-line protests, the San Fran- 
cisco-based station has continued 
to broadcast a format of relentless 
hate talk. However, it appears that 
KSFO’s advertisers are listening 
to the community, even if the sta¬ 
tion’s management is not. 

In response to letters express¬ 
ing concern over their support for 
hate radio, advertisers continue to 
drop their KSFO accounts. Many 
companies claim they were un¬ 
aware of the radio station’s nox¬ 
ious agenda (which provides a bad 
environment for just about any 
product that isn’t a weapon). 

Alex Marcelo of RK & Laser 
Eye Institute of California (eye 
surgeons) recently announced his 
company’s withdrawal from 
KSFO. “I was not aware of the in¬ 
flammatory remarks made by the 
broadcasters at the station,” 
Marcelo noted. “We have decided 
not to renew with KSFO.” 

Another recent account cancel¬ 
lation came from Davies Medical 
Center. Noting that their ads had 
been placed on several stations by 
an independent media buyer (a 
standard industry practice), 
Davies spokesperson Diane 
McClaran was distressed to dis¬ 
cover that KSFO’s hate talk was 
among the buys. She said: “While 
we were aware of the stations that 
were selected on the basis of age, 
residence and health plans of the 
listeners, and the general radio 
format such as news/talk, we were 
unaware of the specific program 
content on some of the stations.” 
McClaran expressed regret over 
the “unfortunate association be¬ 
tween offensive and inflammatory 
programming and our advertise¬ 
ment. 

“The media purchase was 
made through an agency,” she 
added, “and we instructed them to 
discontinue any advertising on 
KSFO.” 

Last week, Jane Osman of Co¬ 
lumbia House announced that her 
lucrative business would also be 
giving KSFO the boot. “We are 
mindful of the need to monitor 
programming content,” Osman 
said. “We have no plans to adver¬ 
tise further on KSFO.” 

This week, local columnist 
Herb Caen seems to have joined 
the protest. When Caen heard that 
his voice was being used on 
KSFO, as part of a Chronicle ad 
campaign, he responded with un¬ 
pleasant surprise. “I had no idea 
where the ad would be placed,” 
Caen assured GLAAD. “It is now 
off KSFO.” 

Over the past few months, sev¬ 
eral companies - including Arm¬ 
strong Roofing, Safeway Stores 
and BMW of San Francisco - 
have stopped advertising on 
KSFO, specifically protesting the 
station’s vicious homophobia. 

Compliment these advertis¬ 
ers for doing what is truly right 
- removing their support from 
KSFO’s “Right Talk” radio.

Rating the ratings 

When Night is Falling , a new 
movie from October Films that 
tells a lesbian love story, is sched¬ 
uled to open this month. The ho¬ 
mophobic Motion Picture Associ¬ 
ation of America (MPAA) has 
deemed the film unfit for most au¬ 
diences. 

Despite objections and a for¬ 
mal appeal from October Films, 
the MPAA has given the movie an 
“NC-17” rating. The “NC-17” 
classification is the most restric¬ 
tive of the MPAA ratings, and ef¬ 
fectively limits access to adults 
(over 17). 

The new rating also carries a 
popular stigma (from an affiliation 
with “soft core pornography”) that 
could cause some adults to shy 
away as well. Most mainstream 
producers have viewed the NC-17 
rating as a detriment to a film’s fi¬ 
nancial and popular success. 

When Night is Falling focuses 
on a theology professor, whose 
chance meeting with a circus per¬ 
former leads to romance - lesbian 
romance. The film includes two 
love-making scenes that are no 
more graphic or gratuitous than 
similar heterosexual scenes rou¬ 
tinely included in “PG-13” and 
“R” rated movies. 

“It is our strong belief that if 
these two scenes had involved het¬ 
erosexual love-making, we would 
have received the less restrictive 
‘R’ rating,” said October Films ex¬ 
ecutive Amir Malin. “It is very un¬ 
fortunate, and quite ominous, that 
the MPAA has opted to take this 
course with its rating decision.” 

The MPAA’s homophobia has 
been mirrored by The New York 
Times. The nation’s “newspaper of 
record” has refused to print an 
paid advertisement for When 
Night is Falling. The ad depicted 
two figures, embracing and par¬ 
tially covered by a bed sheet. 

As long as homosexual love 
scenes are treated like nuclear 
waste, movie audiences will be 
encouraged in their homophobia. 
In a culture that routinely “advis¬ 
es,” “warns” and otherwise dis¬ 
courages the viewing of lesbian or 
gay love, it becomes easy - even 
inevitable - to ignore, fear or hate 
homosexuals.

The AIDS Memorial Quilt is 
made of panels contributed by 
friends and family members of 
people who have died of AIDS; 
each panel is a memorial to one 
specific person, with some of the 
displays adorned with personal ar¬ 
tifacts, like Barbie dolls or eye¬ 
glasses. 

To date, nearly six million peo¬ 
ple have seen some or all of the 
memorial, portions of which went 
on display at more than 2,000 
places in 1994. 

But as AIDS takes more and 
more victims, the quilt has grown 
to the size of 18 football fields and 
weighs 36 tons, more or less. Orga¬ 
nizers of the Names Project, the 
San Francisco group that oversees 
the quilt, estimate it will contain 
the names of 45,000 people by 


mid-1996, up from 31,000 in 1995. 

Although the full quilt has now 
become too big to exhibit all at 
once, all in one place, if the 
Names Project has its way the 
memorial could soon be viewable 
around the world 24 hours a day - 
via the Internet. 

Venice, California-based Luna 
Imaging has joined with the 
Names Project Foundation and the 
University of Massachusetts to de¬ 
velop a digital archive of the 
AIDS Memorial Quilt to make it 
more accessible to all. 

Luna is converting photos of 
each panel into digital data stor¬ 
able on computer disks. The Uni¬ 
versity of Massachusetts will cata¬ 
log information in a database, 
making it possible to search for in¬ 
dividual panels using key words 
and names. 

The idea of digitizing the quilt 
is to make the entire memorial 


available on a World Wide Web 
site. 

Plans also call for putting the 
quilt archive on CD-ROMs, which 
routinely contain about 650 
megabytes of information per 
disk. 

“This archive will not replace 
the quality (of the real quilt), but it 
will radically amplify the quilt’s 
powerful message about the glob¬ 
al tragedy that is AIDS - and the 
steps we can take to stop it,” said 
Kevin Donovan, Luna Imaging’s 
special-projects director. 

However, digitizing the quilt 
represents a massive project. Ulti¬ 
mately, the digital archive will 
contain more than 620,000 ter¬ 
abytes of information. One ter¬ 
abyte equals 2 , or 

1,099,511,627,776 bytes of data. 

Luna expects just photograph¬ 
ing the memorial’s panels will 
take three years to complete. Y 


The SF Effort To 
Bring the Quilt Online

Even in an era where funding 
for AIDS housing, research, and 
support services are afforded the 
same low priority given education 
for the 21 st century, school lunch¬ 
es, and elder care, Greg Lugliani 
makes a strong case for raising 
money to put the AIDS Memorial 
Quilt on the Internet. 

“First, I wouldn’t say it com¬ 
petes,” said Lugliani, Director of 
Communications for The NAMES 
Project. “It is a way for people to 
learn [about HIV/AIDS] that isn’t 
threatening or confusing. I don’t 
think it competes for other essen¬ 
tial services.” 

He told the Bay Area Reporter 
the new project, which will debut 
on World AIDS Day (Friday, De¬ 
cember 1), will be a gateway to in¬ 
formation and education services, 
and a powerful tool in raising 
awareness about HIV/AIDS. The 
NAMES Project receives requests 
from individuals and groups 
throughout the world every day to 
have the quilt displayed in their 
area, he said. Putting it online will 
increase the number of people 
who can see it a million-fold, and 
expand the demographic pool of 
viewers. 

Accessibility on home comput¬ 
ers will also make it easier for 
people in smaller cities and rural

areas, and those living in foreign 
countries where AIDS is stigma¬ 
tized even more than in the United 
States, to view the panels and the 
accompanying HIV/AIDS educa¬ 
tional materials. “We’re trying to 
challenge the complacency that 
exists now,” he told the B.A.R. 

Moreover, he said, the quilt 


provides a loving, larger-than-life 
tribute and morale booster for 
people still living with 
HIV/AIDS, and generates cash 
donations from people who 
wouldn’t normally understand 
the enormous amount of capital it 
takes to keep HIV/AIDS service 
agencies going. “AIDS still has 
the stigma attached,” he ob¬ 
served. 

Lugliani said the project was 
made possible by San Francisco- 
based vivid studios, which donat¬ 
ed time, staff, and materials to cre¬ 
ate the interactive web pages 
through which the images can be 
accessed. Multimedia expert Ann 
D. Canavan, vice president of pro¬ 
duction at vivid studios, spear¬ 
headed the project, which will 
continue through the next year. 

“We all agreed it was a worth¬ 
while cause,” vivid spokeswoman 
Anita Corona told the B.A.R. 
“[Canavan] felt strongly enough 
about it, and the management 
agreed.” 

In addition to everything else 
the company is doing to bring the 
project to fruition, vivid will also 
conduct all the fundraising, in¬ 
cluding a party scheduled for 
Thursday, December 7. Y

‘Out Of The Silence,’ 

A Dialogue of the Heart

The extended debate within 
the Presbyterian Church over the 
ordination of gay and lesbian 
ministers eventually led to the 
General Assembly’s 1993 order 
to conduct a three-year dialogue 
on the subject, with another vote 
on the question planned for 1996. 
It also, interestingly, formed the 
basis of a stage play that will be 
performed in San Francisco this 
Sunday, November 19. 

According to Noe Valley Pres¬ 
byterian Church member Lisa 
Larges, the production Out of the 
Silence is composed of personal 
stories based on the debate over 
gay ordinations, brought to life 
by the straight and gay members 
of the church. 

“I like it because it’s a dia¬ 
logue of the heart,” she said. 

Part of the General Assem¬ 
bly’s 1993 order allowed Larges 
to deliver the sermon on Gay 
Pride Day at her home ministry, 
Noe Valley Ministry. It was dur¬ 
ing that moment of empower¬ 
ment, she told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter, that she remembers think¬ 
ing, “We really need to take lead¬ 
ership in this area.” 

She said she just had an infor¬ 


mal speaker’s bureau in mind 
when she started putting the 
word out, but after hearing the 
personal stories submitted by 
both straight and gay members of 
her congregation she decided to 
put them together for a perfor¬ 
mance. 

“Every single one of them was 
an incredibly powerful story,” 
she said. “They’re stories for 
everyone. They’re not just about 
the church, they’re about faith 
and spirituality.” 

The cast of Out of the Silence 
has also staged the play at Pres¬ 
byterian churches in Fremont, 
Hayward, Montclair, and San 
Rafael, and are scheduled to go to 
Livermore. 

Proceeds from the November 
19 play will go towards a travel 
fund to again request ordination 
of gay, lesbian, bisexual and 
transgender members of the 
church. It will begin at 7:00 p.m. 
at Noe Valley Ministries, located 
at 1021 Sanchez Street, near 23rd 
Street. A suggested donation of 
between $5-10 is requested, but 
no one will be turned away for 
lack of funds. ▼

Drivers Wanted To 
Schlep 20 Tons of Coins

The AIDS Emergency Fund 
has issued an emergency request 
for volunteer drivers to help with 
its current Every Penny Counts 
fundraising drive. 

“We could use a dozen or so 
volunteers who drive and could 
help us drop off jars,” said AEF 
spokesman Jack Murgia. “The 
basic problem is that people in 
San Francisco don’t need cars and 
most of our volunteers don’t 
drive. We have tons of office vol¬ 
unteers; we need people with cars 
in San Francisco and throughout 
the Bay Area.” 

The volunteers are particularly 
needed because of the annual De¬ 
cember 1 World AIDS Day Every 
Penny Counts drive by the non¬ 
profit group. More than 20 tons of 
coins are being collected throughout 


November and put on display at the 
annual Justin Herman Plaza event. 

Corporate sponsors of the 
fundraising effort include Wells 
Fargo Bank, Pacific Bell, the San 
Francisco 49ers, Levi Strauss, Chi¬ 
ron Corporation, Bechtel Corpora¬ 
tion, and Golden Brands/Miller Beer. 

Wells Fargo is collecting coins 
in its San Francisco offices and 
the SF 49ers are holding a collec¬ 
tion drive at their November 26 
“Until There’s A Cure” benefit 
game. 

Radio station KMEL will 
sponsor a free concert by Brandy, 
the popular 16-year-old Atlantic 
Records hip-hop artist, for the Bay 
Area school that collects the most 
coins for the event. 

“22 schools throughout San 
Francisco and the Bay Area are al¬ 
ready in the competition,” Murgia 
told the B.A.R. 


The project collected its 50 
millionth penny in August 1993, 
and in two years has expanded 
from 350 collection sites, mostly 
in gay-related bars and business 
venues, to 650 collection sites 
around the city. 

Last year, Every Penny Counts 
Day raised $42,000 to assist more 
than 3,000 clients in ten Bay Area 
counties, through direct cash as¬ 
sistance grants of up to $500 a 
year for emergency expenses such 
as rent, utilities, medical day care, 
and other needs. The cash grants 
are disbursed directly to the ser¬ 
vice provider on behalf of the 
clients. 

The Pennies Project began in 
1987 by bartender Fred Skau, who 
cleaned out an empty one gallon 
olive jar and placed it on the bar at 
The Gate to raise funds for people 
with AIDS. T

Muni Puts Brakes on 
‘Relief’ Stops in Castro

Drivers of Muni’s sleek and 
colorful new F-line streetcars, 
some of whom have been dis¬ 
charging passengers short of the 
designated stop at Market and 
17th streets, will now be required 
to pull up to the elevated concrete 
islands there. 

The islands were built at a cost 
of $100,000 each along the entire 
length of the F-line, from the Em- 
barcadero to Castro. Drivers say 
that passengers try to enter the car 
when it is pulled all the way up to 
the platform, so some drivers tak¬ 
ing “relief’ time at the end of the 
line have ordered riders to disem¬ 
bark into traffic near the busy in¬ 
tersection. 

Recently Muni issued a bul¬ 
letin to put a halt to the practice. 


stating that F-line operators are re¬ 
quired to pull up to the platform, 
according to Muni spokesperson 
Anne Milner. “The operators need 
to stop at the platform for safe and 
proper operation of the street¬ 
cars,” she said. 

Barry Hermanson, president of 
the group Merchants of Upper 
Market, said he has recently no¬ 
ticed many F-line cars pulling up 
closer to the elevated cement 
boarding islands, but still not adja¬ 
cent to them. 

Milner said that riders can dial a 
Muni hotline number, 923-6164, to 
complain if a driver does not let 
them exit at the island. Callers need 
to have the driver’s number, the ve¬ 
hicle number, the time, and loca¬ 
tion. 

Regarding the Muni complaint 
number, Hermanson noted, “I 


have heard that not a lot of good 
comes out of the complaint line. 
I’m sure they’re overwhelmed.” 

Merchants of Upper Market 
first contacted Muni in the begin¬ 
ning of September, shortly after 
the F-line began operating, about 
drivers creating a potentially dan¬ 
gerous situation by not using the 
designated exit points. 

Milner confirmed to the Bay 
Area Reporter that drivers may 
stop at 17th and Castro, or other 
ends of transit lines, for a few 
minutes - but Muni does not con¬ 
sider it break time. “It allows 
some leeway in case an operator is 
running late,” she explained 

Last Friday, one driver told the 
B.A.R. that his short break at Cas¬ 
tro was the only time he had to 
take care of essentials like going 
to the restroom. T

Activists Weigh In on FDA’s 
Newly Approved HIV Drugs

tion for 3TC was for use in com¬ 
bination with AZT. The drug had 
proved of little value as a 
monotherapy because the HIV 
virus quickly mutates resistance. 
But those mutations seem to make 
the bug more susceptible to AZT, 
or so researchers have speculated. 
Even without knowing why, data 
presented during the last year has 
been most encouraging. 

Martin Delaney with San Fran- 
cisco-based Project Inform wel¬ 
comed “the broad indication” 
given to 3TC. “We think it would 
have been a mistake to limit this 
[use] based on CD4 numbers,” he 
said. “Those are really arbitrary 
parameters. 

“And I think, frankly, you 
would have had a riot on your 
hands with people with HIV infec¬ 
tion.” 

Limited data 

Delaney said it was best to “let 
the questions of when, best, and 
how to use them be decided sepa¬ 
rately and not by the drug compa¬ 
nies and FDA. That trial needs to 
be designed as a strategy trial; that 
needs to be a government trial.” 

Cox was less contented. TAG 
argued for more limited labeling 
of use to “retain incentives to con¬ 
tinue studying” the drug. “What it 
does is limit the company’s right 
to market the drug,” he argued, “it 
doesn’t limit the [off-label] use of 
the drug.” 

He criticized the limited data 
provide by the manufacturer. 
“38,000 patients and no toxicity 
data? That is revolting. Those pa¬ 
tients were exploited to build the 
market. And having been one of 
them. I’ll throw myself in there.” 

The panel did advise that 3TC 
carry a warning for pediatric use. 
One study showed a 14 percent in¬ 
cident of pancreatitis, a potentially 
life-threatening side effect, in chil¬ 
dren receiving the medication. 

Gary Rose, a lobbyist with the 
AIDS Action Council in Washing¬ 
ton, praised the committee’s rec¬ 
ommendation as “the first FDA 
approval of giving combination 
therapy. That is a very useful edu¬ 
cational and advocacy tool. 

“It is important that we draw 
doctors to the idea of multi-antivi¬ 
ral combination therapy,” he con¬ 
tinued. He hopes the data is “sexy 
enough” to do that job of moving 
practitioners to approaches other 
than AZT monotherapy. 

He lamented “the historic dis¬ 
connect between the care commu¬ 
nity and the treatment activist 
community” that began in the late 
1980s. “We have to find a way to 
reconnect that,” he said, “because 
care people are not internalizing 
the importance of educating care 
providers,” much to the detriment 


of patients. 

“The reimbursement problem” 
is another issue, Rose said. “With¬ 
out PDA approval you don’t get re¬ 
imbursement, or you have to fight 
over it again and again. But the in¬ 
dication [use] that was approved 
was AZT-3TC” in combination. 

Waiting for protease 

The committee recommended 
accelerated approval for the first 
protease inhibitor, Saquinavir, 
which its manufacturer Hoff- 
mann-LaRoche will market under 
the name Invirase. It denied the re¬ 
quest for stand-alone usage be¬ 
cause of limited evidence of effi¬ 
cacy in those trials. It opted in¬ 
stead for use in combination with 
nucleoside analogues. 

“I do think the class of drug 
represents a new threshold in the 
ability to treat the disease,” De¬ 
laney said. “The clinical impact of 
these combinations is hard to pre¬ 
dict. There is no reason to expect 
it is anything but good. 

“The question is, how good?” 

In some initial trials of other 
protease half the participants have 
experienced a drop in viral load so 
dramatic that “it becomes unde¬ 
tectable on the RNA-PCR test, 
below 200 copies. That’s amaz¬ 
ing.” Delaney emphasized that 
this “is not about Saquinavir, it is 
about the whole class of drugs.” 

Some treatment activists have 
been less enthusiastic about the 
Roche product because other pro¬ 
tease in development look more 
promising. But Delaney is not so 
quick to jump on that bandwagon. 
“There may be some advantages 
to Saquinavir because there are 
only two mutation points that can 
produce [viral] resistance,” he ob¬ 
served, while the other products in 
development have many more. 

He believes the problem of 
bioavailability within the body 
may be overcome. Liver enzymes 
“chew up” Saquinavir, but initial 
trials have shown ways to block 
that action and “Saquinavir blood 
levels start to skyrocket.” 

TAG is worried about possible 
cross-resistance with other pro¬ 
tease inhibitors. TAG Policy Di¬ 
rector Mark Harrington warned 
that “until more reliable informa¬ 
tion on this cross-resistance be¬ 
comes available, the labeling of 
the drug should clearly indicate 
that use of Saquinavir may limit 
the clinical and virological utility 
of future protease inhibitors.” 

Other protease inhibitors are in 
advanced stages of trial and 
should be before the committee by 
early next year. It seems likely that 
by summer at least three different 
protease compounds will be ap¬ 
proved and commercially avail¬ 
able. V

People with AIDS and HIV 
have “much more hope than even 
a year ago,” according to Spencer 
Cox, coordinator with the New 
York based Treatment Action 
Group (TAG), one of the AIDS 
treatment activists who attended a 
meeting of the Antiviral Drug 
Products Advisory Committee of 
the Food and Drug Administration 
(FDA). 

The three-day marathon, No¬ 
vember 6-8 near Washington, DC, 
recommended three more HIV 
drugs for approval. Two are nucle¬ 
oside analogues, d4T and 3TC, the 
same category of drug as AZT. 
The third is Saquinavir, the first in 
a new family of AIDS drugs called 
protease inhibitors. 

FDA Commissioner David 
Kessler told reporters, “The an¬ 
swer is not going to come from 
any one of these drugs, the answer 
is going to come from combina¬ 
tions.” He is expected to quickly 
sign the recommendations. 

Approval of Bristol-Myers 
Squibb’s d4T was almost perfunc¬ 
tory. The drug had long been 
given accelerated approval for 
limited use. The recommendation 
now was for full approval. 

According to Cox, “The com¬ 
pany has demonstrated the drug’s 
clinical utility in an adequate and 
well-controlled clinical trial. Full 
marketing approval is appropri¬ 
ate.” He did urge Bristol-Myers 
Squibb to undertake further trials 
to determine if lower dosages 
would be as effective.

Australian Case Reopens 
HIV Vaccine Controversy

Seven Australians who seem to 
have beaten HIV have done so be¬ 
cause the virus strain itself was 
genetically damaged, researchers 
said Thursday, November 9, re¬ 
opening a controversy about mak¬ 
ing vaccines. 

A gay man who caught the 
virus between December 1980 and 
April 1981 donated blood used for 
at least seven people in Australia, 
said Nicholas Deacon from the 
Macfarlane Burnet Centre for 
Medical Research in Fairfield, 
Australia, and neither the donor 
nor the recipients have shown 
signs of damage to their immune 
systems 15 years later. 

One of the recipients beat the 
odds on AIDS - but died of anoth¬ 
er disease, said researchers. 

The survivors of the blood 
bank group differ from long-term 
survivors of AIDS because the 
Australians seem to have normal 
immune systems, unlike most 
AIDS survivors, who remain alive 
but show damaged immunity. 

Deacon and colleagues from the 
center collaborated with scientists 
from Westmead Hospital in West- 
mead, Australia, to figure out why 
these people look so healthy when 
other recipients of bad blood start¬ 
ed deteriorating in about 6.5 years.

Published in the new issue of 
the journal Science, their research 
found that the viral strain passed 
along by the donor has DNA miss¬ 
ing in a gene called “nef.” The 
gene affects the process of making 
more virus, and without it, scien¬ 
tists consider the virus weakened, 
or “attenuated.” 

“This attenuated strain of HIV- 
1, therefore, could perhaps be the 
basis for a live attenuated vac¬ 
cine,” concluded the researchers. 

Such talk raises controversy in 
the AIDS community. At least a 
dozen vaccines are in develop¬ 
ment now, and none uses live 


virus as the basis, said Anthony 
Fauci, head of the National Insti¬ 
tute of Allergy and Infectious Dis¬ 
eases in Bethesda, Maryland. 

Using a live virus alarms scien¬ 
tists, said Fauci, because of the 
risk that a weak virus, once in the 
body, will revert to a dangerous 
form. 

He also pointed out that HIV, 
unlike many other disease organ¬ 
isms, inserts itself into the genetic 
material of cells in the host’s im¬ 
mune system and stays there for 
life. 

That presence worries Fauci 
because a study of an AIDS-like 
disease in newborn monkeys sug¬ 
gested that even a weak virus 
could cause symptoms in individ¬ 
uals with frail immune systems. 
“There are a lot of things in life 
that can compromise your im¬ 
mune system,” said Fauci. If 
someone has a resident AIDS 
virus and needs medical therapy 
that flattens immunity, “then 
you’d be in some serious trouble,” 
he said. 

However, the live virus idea 
continues to interest some re¬ 
searchers because the live vac¬ 
cines have offered the best protec¬ 
tion against polio, measles, and 
smallpox. 

“Historically, the best vaccines 
have been live attenuated virus,” 
said Fauci. T 
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Paying the HIV Drug Piper

The cost of state of the art 
treatment for PWAs just got high¬ 
er. That’s the mostly bad news 
from the Food and Drug Adminis¬ 
tration advisory committee that 
recommended marketing approval 
of three more HIV drugs - d4T, 
3TC, and Saquinavir - at a meet¬ 
ing November 6-8 near Washing¬ 
ton, DC. 

“It’s good news for people who 
have private health insurance,” ac¬ 
knowledged Gary Rose, treatment 
specialist with the national advo¬ 
cacy group AIDS Action Council: 
their insurers are now assured of 
picking up the costs of the new 
medications. But only about half 
of PWAs have private health in¬ 
surance, while the other half rely 
upon Medicaid and AIDS Drug 
Assistance Programs (ADAP). 
And the outlook there is more 
troubling. 

“3TC is going to cost the same 
as AZT, maybe a little less,” Rose 
said. “Saquinavir, who knows? 
I’ve heard numbers all over the 
map.” Roche will not discuss pric¬ 
ing, but the protease class of drugs 
is difficult to manufacture and its 
price will be high. 


Peter Staley, with the New 
York-based Treatment Action 
Group (TAG), called it “critical 
that manufacturers price their new 
drugs at affordable levels.” 

Homar Perez with the National 
Association of People With AIDS 
(NAPWA) warned, “There is no 
doubt that growing healthcare cuts 
will prevent thousands of Ameri¬ 
cans with HIV disease from re¬ 
ceiving these new treatments.” 

Rose went further, and stated, 
“There are going to be states 
where Saquinavir will not be 
available if you are poor.” 

The problems are twofold. The 
first is wisely spending the money 
available under ADAP programs 
in Title II of the Ryan White 
CARE Act. The second concerns 
adequate levels of funding for the 
programs. 

Rose maintains there are “state 
ADAP directors who are making 
these decisions either on the basis 
of too much information or on 
who just came in the door.” 

One part of the puzzle may be 
found in a group of activists, gov¬ 
ernment, and industry representa¬ 
tives who first sat down Novem¬ 
ber 6. They are trying to work out 
core formula guidelines for 


ADAP programs. “If we can draft 
it carefully enough it can be a re¬ 
ally useful educational tool,” 
Rose said. 

In theory these expensive new 
medications will defer hospitaliza¬ 
tion and may allow the body to re¬ 
store its immune system to the 
point where prophylaxis for op¬ 
portunistic infections can be re¬ 
duced or eliminated. 

“If you can keep people from 
progressing, out of the hospital, 
the net result might be cheaper,” 
said Martin Delaney with Project 
Inform in San Francisco. “But 
somebody has to do cross-benefit 
analysis.” 

Rose calls that “our key job in 
the next year.” His “intuitive 
sense” is that these mediations are 
cost effective, “but you can’t sell 
intuition to this Congress. We 
have to be able to document it.” 

The arguments will be difficult 
ones to implement, because they 
affect different “pockets” of gov¬ 
ernment. Savings may come from 
decreased Medicaid payments for 
hospitalization, but that may be 
depend upon increasing funding 
for ADAP. There are different 
winners and losers in the bureau¬ 
cratic funding game. ▼

AIDS Issues and Re¬ 
search project (DAIR) 
reports that most of the project’s 
HIV/AIDS-related news and mag¬ 
azine articles escaped the flames 
that destroyed St. Paulus Church 
Sunday, November 5.

intake. 

Further complicating the 
process has been that while the 
program is first-come first-served 
according to the lottery number 
drawn, the requirements of each 
subsidy program are not univer¬ 
sal. Levy explained that some are 
women-only programs, some are 
for persons of color, some for 
families, some for the homeless, 
and so on. 

Despite that, she said, it’s still 
an improvement over the previ¬ 
ous, decentralized system where 
clients had to travel to several 
agencies to apply for housing. 

That argument isn’t very com¬ 
forting for someone like San 
Francisco resident Edward Zold, 
currently number 1,124 on the 
waiting list. Zold told the Bay 
Area Reporter that while he’s 
grateful for all the lobbying that 
non-profits do to keep AIDS 
housing, “By the time they’re 
ready to place people, it’ll be 
ready to expire.” 

Zold said the system is cum¬ 
bersome and the process is 
lengthy: “We’re talking about 
people who are very ill and are 
low-income. The hoops that you 
are required to jump through to 
prove that you are eligible are re¬ 
ally ridiculous.” 

Levy responded that require¬ 
ments are put in place by the 
housing providers, not CHIPS ad¬ 
ministrators, adding, “We try to 
be as un-bureaucratic as we can.” 
Providers require documentation 
for three things, she said: a letter 
of diagnosis, proof of San Fran¬ 
cisco residency or a statement of 


their intent to stay here - Levy 
stressed that CHIPS does not dis¬ 
criminate on the basis of national 
origin - and proof of income or 
lack of income. Once again, she 
stressed, it’s not that strict; even a 
self-declaration will do. 

Different programs carry dif¬ 
ferent annual income ceilings. 
Levy said, with the highest being 
$20,500 under HUD require¬ 
ments. Just to get on the wait list, 
clients have to fill out an enroll¬ 
ment form including contact in¬ 
formation. Then there’s an intake 
interview when their name comes 
up. 

Levy added that tracking 
down some clients, whose ad¬ 
dresses and phone numbers have 
changed, can be time consuming. 

For example, she told the 
B.A.R., approximately 80 subsi¬ 
dies through the San Francisco 
AIDS Foundation have been held 
up because case workers cannot 
locate clients. ▼ 

Initial enrollment forms 
can be picked up at any 
HIV/AIDS service provider 
office, or the Department of 
Public Health office at 25 
Van Ness Avenue. 

Monthly CHIPS advisory 
meetings are held at the 
Dorothy Day Community 
Center, located at 54 McAl¬ 
lister Street, on the corner 
of 7th Street. The next one 
will be held Thursday, De¬ 
cember 14 from 9 to 11 a.m.

AIDS Housing 
Funds Slipping 
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Ifyou're helping 
someone affected 
by HIV

The Housing Opportunities for 
People With AIDS (HOPWA) Act, 
which was first authorized in 1990 
as part of the National Affordable 
Housing Act, helps to prevent 
poor people with HIV and AIDS 
from becoming homeless or de¬ 
pending on high-cost emergency 
care facilities. Through HUD, 
HOPWA allocates housing funds 
to jurisdictions with a high inci¬ 
dence of HIV/AIDS disease, to be 
administered locally. 

In the San Francisco Eligible 
Metropolitan Statistical Area 
(which includes San Francisco, 
San Mateo, and Marin counties), 
for instance, the HIV Health Ser¬ 
vices Planning Council allocates 
over 50% of the funds provided by 
HOPWA for capital development 
to pay for acquisition, construc¬ 
tion, and rehabilitation of build¬ 
ings. About 25% of the funds go 
toward lease and/or rental assis¬ 
tance. Administrative costs use 
only about 6% of the funds. The 
remainder pays for support ser¬ 
vices including mental health as¬ 
sessment, permanent housing 
placement, drug and alcohol abuse 
treatment and counseling, day 
care, nutritional services, and as¬ 
sistance in accessing government 
benefits and services. 

In July, the House of P.epresen- 
tatives voted to merge funds for 
HOPWA, housing for seniors 
(“Section 202” housing, in bu-

reaucratese). Section 811 housing 
for the disabled, and Section 8 
housing for the poor into a single 
“special needs” account, for 
which $1.44 billion would be pro¬ 
vided for FY ’96. Given that the 
combined total appropriated for 
these programs for FY ’95 was 
$1.85 billion, this plan represented 
^n enormous 22% cut. 

When the Veterans Administra¬ 
tion/Housing and Urban Develop¬ 
ment Appropriations Bill was 
passed along from the House of 
Representatives to the Senate, it 
was amended in several ways. 
Rather than lump sections 202, 
811, 8, and HOPWA into a single 
“special needs” account as the 
House did, the Senate preserved 
them as separate line-items - good 
news for AIDS advocates, who 
wish to ensure that AIDS housing 
providers can count on federal as¬ 
sistance. However, the Senate al¬ 
located only $171 million for 
HOPWA, holding funding for the 
program down to its post-rescis¬ 
sion (reduced) 1995 level. 

Because the version of the 
VA/HUD Appropriations Bill 
passed by the Senate differs from 
the version passed by the House, 
the two chambers of Congress 
have formed a joint conference 
committee, as is standard in such 
situations, to rectify the differ¬ 
ences. After the necessary com¬ 
promises are made, the final bill 
will be sent back to the two cham¬ 
bers for approval, and then, if ap¬ 
proved, will be presented to the 
president for his signature or veto. 

Housing Isn’t 
Clinton’s Priority 

The president has already an¬ 
nounced his intention to veto the 
bill, because it would cut Ameri- 
corps, homeless and housing pro¬ 
grams, and environmental pro¬ 
grams too deeply. Lacking enough 
votes to override such a veto, Con¬ 
gress will be forced to modify the 
bill by making concessions to the 
president. Therefore, the VA/HUD 
Appropriations Conference is sig¬ 
nificant primarily because the bill 
that emerges will serve as a start¬ 
ing point for negotiations on mod¬ 
ifications. 

If President Clinton’s veto 
message emphasizes his displea¬ 
sure with inadequate funding for 
AIDS housing programs, Con¬ 
gress will be likely to increase that 
funding somewhat. Unfortunately,

AIDS advocates don’t expect 
Clinton to focus on AIDS housing. 

“Nobody in the housing com¬ 
munity thinks we’re going to be 
done any favors when Clinton ve¬ 
toes this bill, because housing just 
isn’t his priority,” said Aimee 
Berenson, legislative counsel of 
the AIDS Action Council. 

That means AIDS advocates 
have to work hard to make sure 
that the bill that emerges from the 
conference committee is as favor¬ 
able as possible to HOPWA. 

Although the Senate’s decision 
to preserve line-items for assisted 
housing is preferable to the 
House’s decision to roll them into 
a lump sum, the Senate appears to 
be stingier with funds. Whereas 
the House would allocate $1.44B 
for the combined “special needs” 
housing programs, the corre¬ 
sponding line items in the Senate’s 
version of the bill only add up to 
$1.18B. 

The Senate’s cut to HOPWA 
for FT ’96 was exacerbated by 12 
new jurisdictions qualifying for 
HOPWA funding in FY ’96, bring¬ 
ing the total of such jurisdictions 
to 78. That means that on average, 
qualifying jurisdictions will re¬ 
ceive 22% less AIDS housing 
funds in FY ’96 than was appro¬ 
priated for them in FY ’95. 

“If we lose HOPWA money, 
people will lose their housing sub¬ 
sidies,” said Bob Nelson, director 
of public policy and media rela¬ 
tions for Catholic Charities of San 
Francisco, the largest provider of 
AIDS housing on the West Coast. 
“We had a little over 200 available 
subsidies last year, and 1,500 eli¬ 
gible people applied for them. We 
now have over 2,000 eligible peo¬ 
ple on the waiting list.” 

“At every level, demand ex¬ 
ceeds our ability to meet it,” said 
Kandyce Collins, residential ser¬ 
vices program manager for the 
San Francisco Office of AIDS. 

HOPWA Saves 
Millions a Year 

According to the Centers for 
Disease Control and Prevention, 
one-third to one-half of the ap¬ 
proximately 150,000 people with 
AIDS in the U.S. are either home¬ 
less or at risk of becoming so. It’s 
estimated that $1 million of 
HOPWA funds pays for 188 units 
of housing and assists 269 people 
who might otherwise be homeless. 
According to the Journal of Amer¬ 
ican Medicine, the average daily 
cost of an AIDS acute care bed is 
$1085. A bed in an AIDS skilled 
nursing facility costs about $500 a 
day. HOPWA, therefore, saves 
taxpayers many millions of dollars 
per year. 

Nelson suggests that citizens 
write to their state and Federal 
elected representatives to raise 
their awareness about the impor¬ 
tance of AIDS housing. Write to 
President Clinton and tell him that 
housing for people with AIDS 
must be a top priority in post-veto 
negotiations. Send your letter to

Bitter Melon Enema Blues

T he other day my friend 
Ozzie had me over to 
watch him self-administer 
a bitter melon enema, a 
popular alternative treatment. 
When he was finished, I couldn’t 
help but offer a minor criticism: 
“Ozzie, I’m no expert on this 
stuff, but everything that I’ve read 
about bitter melon enemas sug¬ 
gests that the procedure is done 
with an extract of melon juice, 
rather than with an entire, intact 
melon as you’ve just done.” 

He thought about it solemnly 
for a moment. “No doubt some 
practitioners are trying to ‘main¬ 
stream’ their treatments to make 
them look more ‘normal,’ but I 
think I’ll stick with the more pure¬ 
ly natural methods,” he declared. 
Like most “alternative” treatment 
enthusiasts, Ozzie is largely im¬ 
mune to logical argument and 
anything that smacks of empiri¬ 
cism or otherwise displays the 
shackles of traditional, blindered 
American medical ideology. 

Despite my discouraging dis¬ 
play of doubt, Ozzie invited me to 
stay for lunch. “What are you hav¬ 
ing?” I asked. “Bitter melon 
soup,” he answered. And although 
Ozzie is quite fanatical about 
washing his produce - he even 
rinses his salad greens in bleach - 
I declined. Without meaning to, 
Ozzie had given me a case of the 
bitter melon enema blues. 

The core of the issue is this: If 
you’re an HIVer, let alone a high¬ 
ly progressed one like me, with a 
T-cell count lower than Bill Clin¬ 
ton’s approval ratings, there are all 
these things that you probably 
should be doing - nay, must be 
doing - to preserve your health. 
Many people are willing to tell 
you what they are, to insist that 
you do them, and to remind you 
that the failure to do so is suicide 
and that you’ll have no one to 
blame for your troubles but your¬ 
self if you ignore the obvious 
truths which they reveal unto you. 

They are a close cousin of the 
food nazis who warn you of the 
dangerous effects of alcohol, caf¬ 
feine, chocolate, fat, or whatever 
tempting poison you (and they) 
crave, particularly by misquoting 
vaguely understood science news 
headlines. The problem is that 
while they can tell you about all 
the treatments you might want to 
try, they never tell you how to fig¬ 
ure out if something isn’t worth 
bothering with. 

Pills-R-Us 

Many HIV treatments suffer 
from the “elephant banishing 
charm” effect. These wonderfully 
efficient charms are sold in locales 
thousands of miles away from the 
nearest elephant, which proves 
that they work! A successful HIV 
treatment is one that keeps the pa¬ 


tient from getting sicker. So, in a 
way, anything that doesn’t kill you 
can be seen as making you 
stronger. 

But if every time some well- 
meaning friend says, “Are you 
taking vitamin Z? According to 
this study, most HIVers really 
need it, and it only makes you a 
little photosensitive and costs only 
$5 a week!” you actually start on 
vitamin Z, within a few months 
you’ll be taking several alphabets 
worth of vitamins, pills, and 
drugs. 

In fact, if you live more than a 
few years with HIV, you’ll likely 
end up taking fistfuls of pills one 
way or another no matter what. If 
you eschew Western medical 
methods and seek the Chinese 
path, you’ll either be taking twice 
as many pills or steeping bundles 
of sticks and drinking noxious tea 
instead. So my question for all vi¬ 
tamin pushers these days is this: 
“How will I know when I no 
longer need this product?” 

This throws most vitamin 
salesmen for a complete loop. It 
never occurred to them that their 
suckers - er, customers - could be 
thinking of someday escaping 
from their clutches. The notion 
that some sort of solid criterion of 
success and failure could and 
should be applied to their products 
horrifies them - for the simple 
reason that they’ve evaded this 
kind of evaluation until now. Vita¬ 
mins are just something you take 
... forever. Cost is supposedly so 
minimal that it shouldn’t even 
enter the picture. 

But costs have been rising, 
which is why the FDA is threaten¬ 
ing to horn in on the vitamin 
game, now that big bucks are in¬ 
volved. The vitamin and food sup¬ 
plement people are attempting to 
pull off a fighting retreat by vastly 
reducing their claims for what 
their products do. If they bill them 
as acting like drugs, then they jus¬ 
tify the FDA’s interest. If they can 
pass them off as just food supple¬ 
ments, it makes it easier to shrug 
off government supervision. But 
this then limits their ability to 
push their nostrums. 

Booster Club 

The most common claim made 
on behalf of alternative treatments 
for HIV is that they “boost immu¬ 
nity.” It’s fun to try and pin down 
just what is being claimed here, or 
indeed, what understanding the 
claimant has of the term “immuni¬ 
ty” overall. 

The immune system is a horri¬ 
bly complicated beast. It is a com¬ 
plex interaction of semi-indepen- 
dent organs and systems, commu¬ 
nicating via a complicated barrage 
of hormones and cytokines. It’s so 
full of checks and balances that 
you can’t really “boost” it very 
easily, because any intervention 
you make on one part easily

boomerangs on another. 

“Boosting the immune system” 
isn’t always a good thing for an 
HIVer. Boosting the wrong part of 
the immune system can actually 
activate the virus and make it 
spread faster. Or you could boost 
both good and bad aspects of the 
immune system at the same time. 
This is what some activists fear 
happens with IL-2 therapy, which 
appears to dramatically boost T- 
cells and, in low T-cell HIVers, to 
also dramatically boost viral re¬ 
production. 

Clearly, to get anything good 
out of this mess requires a subtle 
and sensitive understanding of the 
immune system. And the vitamin 
boosters who insist that substance 
Z will “boost” immunity show no 
signs of having this understanding 
or of even having any idea that 
such plateaus exist. 

So I shun their blanket state¬ 
ments and ask about simple, 
symptom-related effects. Typical¬ 
ly their claims evaporate at this 
point, ending the debate. The 
things I really must have don’t 
need an advocate to boost for 
them: three days after I ran out of 
acidophilus, I had the runs, which 
didn’t stop until I got back on aci¬ 
dophilus (a simple, cheap diges¬ 
tive yeast). 

But I refuse to make medical 
decisions based on political ideol¬ 
ogy. My friend Bill, from Seattle, 
still kicks himself for listening to 
singer Michael Callen about AZT 
- or would kick himself, if he still 
had sufficient control of his legs. 
“The week that I went below 200 
T-cells and my doctor suggested I 
start on AZT, I went and heard 
Callen speak, and he said, ‘AZT is 


poison.’ Why I listened to him, a 
singer, and not to my doctor, I 
don’t know. But I decided not to 
take it.” 

Two weeks later Bill had a 
viral neurological attack all along 
his backbone. Prompt administra¬ 
tion of AZT stopped its progress 
and saved his life, but it couldn’t 
restore the damage already done. 
Although Bill can walk, with 
canes and great effort, he can’t 
run, bicycle, or have sex. “What 
an idiot I was being politically 
correct instead of playing safe,” 
he now laments. “AZT would 


have prevented this, whatever it 
did or didn’t do for my T-cells. If 
Callen was still alive. I’d call him 
up and give him a piece of my 
mind.” 

“Why did you fall for it at all. 
Bill?” I asked, since he’s easily as 
cynical as I. 

“I wanted to hope,” he an¬ 
swered. “I wanted to believe that 
something could work, when it 
was clear that AZT didn’t. Desire 
overcame reason, as is its wont.” 

Ah, hope, that elusive essence. 
If only you could be found in a vi¬ 
tamin, I’d take it every day! T

Australia Studying 
‘Gay Panic’ Defense

Homophobia in Australia is 
proving to be an excuse for vio¬ 
lence, even murder. 

A special government inves¬ 
tigative committee was set up to 
review 23 gay-hate related 
killings in the state of New South 
Wales since 1990. In 13 of the 
cases, the suspect used the so- 
called “gay panic defense.” The 
inquiry followed outrage in Syd¬ 
ney’s gay community over the ac¬ 
quittals or lenient sentences hand¬ 
ed out to the killers of homosexu¬ 
als. 

Attorney David Buchanan, a 
member of the inquiry panel, said 
if the inquiry uncovers “unmerito- 
rious acquittals,” it would likely 
recommend changes in laws that 
allow a defendant to plead self- 
defense or provocation. 

In recent years, judges and ju¬ 
ries in Australia have accepted 
that homosexual advances consti¬ 
tute provocation, or that the de¬ 
fendant had acted in self-defense 
to ward off an indecent assault. 

The issue was a major topic of 
discussion at Australia’s first Na¬ 
tional Conference on Violence 
Against Lesbians and Gay Men, 
held recently in Sydney. 

To coincide with the confer¬ 


ence, Assistant Police Commis¬ 
sioner Alf Peate announced that 
authorities would establish a com¬ 
puter system to record the inci¬ 
dence of violence against homo¬ 
sexuals. 

The conference was addressed 
by Justice Minister Duncan Kerr, 
state Police Minister Paul Whe¬ 
lan, and state Anti-Discrimination 
Board Commissioner Chris Pu- 
plick. 

Whelan announced the estab¬ 
lishment of a statewide hate 
crimes register, as well as an offi¬ 
cial organization for gay and les¬ 
bian police officers. 

In his opening address. Ken- 
said he was “acutely aware of the 
work ahead of all Australian gov¬ 
ernments before we can claim that 
justice is available to gays and 
lesbians as it is to others in our 
community.” 

“Our society has shown time 
and time again that it can turn a 
blind eye to criminal violence by 
making the victim legally and so¬ 
cially invisible,” he said. 

The current inquiry began in 
May after Steven Bonner, 31, was 
acquitted of manslaughter charges 
in the death of openly gay Tom 
Arguet, 36. 

According to Bruce Grant, co¬ 
ordinator of the Sydney Gay and 


Lesbian Anti-Violence Project, 
the two men had known each 
other for months and were drink¬ 
ing together at a local pub. They 
and several others went to Bon¬ 
ner’s apartment and continued 
drinking. Bonner claimed Arguet 
made sexual advances to him 
when the others left, so he pan¬ 
icked and cut Arguet’s throat. 

And then there was the beating 
death of Gordon Tuckey, de¬ 
scribed in testimony as a schizo¬ 
phrenic who believed himself to 
be a woman, on a bicycle path 
south of Sydney. A jury found Al¬ 
bert Dunn, 21, not guilty of mur¬ 
der as charged, but guilty of the 
lesser charge of manslaughter. 

“Dunn stopped to talk to Tuck¬ 
ey and when he discovered he 
was a man in women’s clothes 
bashed him,” Grant said. “He then 
went away, came back, and 
bashed him again.” 

Dunn claimed that Tuckey had 
made advances toward him. Ac¬ 
cording to Grant, Tuckey wasn’t 

gay- 

Judge Morris Ireland, who 
sentenced Dunn to 11 years in 
jail, said he accepted that Tuck¬ 
ey’s “mode of dress” had opened 
it up for the jury to find provoca¬ 
tion. T 


Briton Gets Death 
in Singapore

British national John Martin 
Scripps was sentenced to death 
Friday, November 10 for the 
murder of South African tourist 
Gerard George Lowe in Singa¬ 
pore. 

Scripps shared a hotel room 
in Singapore March 8 with 
Lowe, whose severed legs and 
torso subsequently were found 
floating in plastic bags near a 
Singapore pier. 

After a trial that lasted more 
than a month and involved 21 


witnesses and 570 exhibits. Jus¬ 
tice T.S. Sinnathuray rejected 
Scripps’s defense and his defense 
lawyer’s request for a charge of 
manslaughter instead of murder. 

“I order ... that you be taken 
from this place to a lawful prison 
and hence taken to a place of ex¬ 
ecution and hanged by the neck 
until you are dead. May the Lord 
have mercy on your soul,” Sin¬ 
nathuray said. 

Scripps, who has been men¬ 
tioned as a suspect in the dis¬ 
memberment slaying of San 
Francisco resident Tom Wenger 


and more definitely linked to dis¬ 
memberment murders in Thai¬ 
land and Mexico, slumped for¬ 
ward in his chair when the sen¬ 
tence was pronounced. He had to 
be supported by police officers 
as he was led from the steel and 
glass cage of the dock and out of 
the courtroom His lawyer said he 
would appeal. 

Scripps admitted beating 
Lowe to death with a hammer, 
but said it was in a fit of fear and 
rage after the victim made un¬ 
wanted sexual advances toward 
him. T 


Thais Expel Gays Who 
Beat Kiddy Sex Allegations

On Wednesday, November 8 
Thailand’s Immigration Bureau 
slapped a deportation order on 
two British radio disc jockeys 
convicted earlier this week of 
manufacturing pornographic ma¬ 
terials. 

Clifford James Armstrong, 34, 
and Ian David Baker, 44, were 
publicly accused last month of 
promoting a child sex business on 
the FM 107 radio station. Police 
subsequently raided their 
Bangkok residences and found 
erotic photographs and video¬ 
tapes. However, allegations that 
they had publicized a “call-boy” 
service over the air were found to 
be untrue when officials of the 
Mass Communications Organiza¬ 
tion of Thailand failed to find any 


evidence on the station’s taped 
programs. 

The two were subsequently 
charged with manufacturing ob¬ 
scene materials for distribution, 
and sentenced Monday to a sus¬ 
pended three-month prison sen¬ 
tence and a fine of 3,000 baht 
($120) each. 

Armstrong said after their trial 
Monday that they were victims of 
a “witch hunt” by a female radio 
staffer who claimed she had been 
treated unfairly when he was her 
manager. 

A probation department report 
presented to the court Monday 
concluded that the “call-boy” ac¬ 
cusations had been the invention 
of another announcer, Elizabeth 
Barnabas, who had been suspend¬ 
ed from her job by Armstrong. 

The report also said that a re¬ 


view of 15 days of recordings of 
radio broadcasts had failed to turn 
up any evidence against the two 
men. Their lawyer had recom¬ 
mended they plead guilty to avoid 
a lengthy court case, Martin said. 

“We can’t afford to stay here 
and fight the charges,” he told re¬ 
porters. 

The two were scheduled to 
leave for England at midnight 
Wednesday local time. 

Media Plus, the company that 
produces programming for FM 
107 under license from the Mass 
Communications Organization of 
Thailand, has subsequently been 
ordered to change the station to 
solely Thai language program¬ 
ming. 

This has meant the loss of 28 
jobs, including those of 17 for¬ 
eign staff. ▼

Roxie Offers Rare Marie Dressier Tribute 


M arie Dressier remains the most spec¬ 
tacular exception to the rules of Holly- 
wood stardom. In the early 1930s, she 
was the nation’s undisputed box-office champi¬ 
on, besting Greta Garbo, Jean Harlow, Will 
Rogers, Norma Shearer, Clark Gable and Joan 
Crawford.

T he origins of that nebulous term “queercore” can almost cer¬ 
tainly be traced to trend-happy music hacks across the Atlantic. 
Notorious for “discovering” up-and-coming scenes and attach¬ 
ing labels to them, the British music press was all over “queercore” 
about two years ago, especially after they played out the whole “riot 
grrrl” thing. Trend pieces were written, queer poseur bands such as 
Huggy Bear were profiled, and a scene was inadvertently created out 
of, well, practically nothing. For in fact, there was really only one de¬ 
finitive queercore band at the time in Britain: Sister George. 

I heard about Sister George long before I ever heard their music, 
and by that time, they had already broken up. Their one and only 
album, Drag King , was released hfere just a few months ago by Matt 
Wobensmith’s local queer record label, Outpunk. I was surprised he 
was putting out a record by a defunct band, but after listening to this 
volatile record, I understood why. 

Unlike some punk bands that just do the same song over and over 
again, this half-dyke, half-fag band covers a lot more ground stylis¬ 
tically. You’ve got the dark rock of “Janey’s Bloc,” the bluesy grind

tries to verbally batter Rachel 
back to sanity. But director Rene 
and screenwriter Lucas torpedo 
everyone’s best efforts. 

At the core of Reckless, there is 
a little film about man’s inhuman¬ 
ity to man and the extraordinary 
challenges of ordinary life. As 
with Prelude to a Kiss, the au¬ 
thor’s story is designed to work as 
a metaphor, but in this instance 
Lucas employs the modus operan- 
di of black comedy to deliver his 
message. His ultimate failure de¬ 
rives from the heavy-handed ap¬ 
proach of director Rene and 
Lucas’ own inability to construct a 
coherent storyline for the audi¬ 
ence. Both director and author are 
unable to recreate the crucially 
important “little moments” of the 


theatre in a medium that is larger 
than life. 

Reckless is an ambitious pro¬ 
ject, but Rene and Lucas do not 
possess the talent for cinematic 
metaphor requisite for their task. 
That would require the brilliance 
of a Krzysztof Kieslowski, whose 
Blue, White and Red trilogy set the 
standard by which all others must 
be measured. As the closing cred¬ 
its roll for Reckless, audience 
members - neither amused nor en¬ 
lightened - will probably be pon¬ 
dering a monosyllabic interrogato¬ 
ry somewhere along the lines of, 
“Huh?” T

Jig am told that, in the theatre, 
Craig Lucas’ black comedy,- 
s Reckless, worked well. Un- 
88 fortunately, the Lucas screen¬ 
play for Reckless, turned over to 
director Norman Rene, results in 
one of the most deadly cinematic 
experiences of this, or any, Christ¬ 
mas season. The film’s excellent 
cast cannot overcome leaden pac¬ 
ing and a nonsensical structure 
that will put most filmgoers to 
sleep. Anyone who experienced 
the last Lucas/Rene collaboration. 
Prelude to a Kiss, will immediate¬ 
ly know what I’m talking about. 

Reckless opens on the night be¬ 
fore Christmas with Rachel (Mia 
Farrow) and her husband (Tony 
Goldwyn) propped up in bed. 
With her two sons asleep in their 
rooms, Rachel quickly establishes 
herself as a nattering chatterbox. 
As a result, it’s not surprising 
when her husband bursts into tears 
and confesses that the “burglar” 
entering downstairs is actually a 
hit man he hired to eliminate 
Rachel. Fleeing through a second- 
story window, Rachel begins an 
odyssey that spans the continent. 

For over a decade, Rachel 
passes from one temporary home 
to the next on a journey of self- 
discovery. In order to emerge from 
her chosen state (denial), Rachel 
must pass many tests. She first 
finds a sympathetic social worker 
(Scott Glenn) who allows her to 
live with him and his paraplegic, 
deaf-mute wife (Mary-Louise 
Parker). But both the social work¬ 
er’s wife and Rachel’s husband 
end up poisoned by a homicidal 
bookkeeper (Deborah Rush) who 
works for the same non-profit hu¬ 
manitarian agency as Rachel. 

Moving from psychotherapy to 
a six-year stint in a homeless shel¬ 
ter, Rachel’s life unfolds as a 
nightmare. Is it all a dream? Will 
she find peace? Why do Christmas 
and death always seem to go 
hand-in-hand? Why is there so 
much dishonesty in the world? 
And what does all this mean? 
These are the questions most 
viewers will ask of Reckless. Only 
the certifiably insane will come up 
with firm answers. 

Hartfelt performance 

Mia Farrow, as Rachel, strikes 
all the right poses and gives the 
correct line readings in a very 
“Mary Hartman” performance. 
Farrow manages to replicate 
Louise Lasser’s actress-as-sleep- 
walker affect with uncanny accu¬ 
racy, and surprisingly, her render¬ 
ing of Rachel is strangely appro¬ 
priate (or appropriately strange). 
Everyone else in the cast goes 
over-the-top with mixed results. 
Scenery-chewing honors go to 
Eileen Brennan as a nun, and for¬ 
mer bus driver, who tries to break 
through Rachel’s shell. Brennan 
has some great moments as she

spotlight Dressier and reveal her 
unique ability to squeeze laughter 
and tears simultaneously. Both 
made truckloads of money for 
Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer. Anyone 
wanting to witness depression-era 
humor and sentimentality, classic 
studio-style moviemaking and the 
phenomenon that was Dressier 
should mark their calendars. 

Dressier had plenty of hard 
times in her life, including years 
as a broken-down vaudevillian 
and hostess in a New York hotel. 
Her fame seemed to ebb and flow 
in her life as it has after her death. 
She is known today as a great 
clown, but Dressler’s memory has 
been neglected. She lacks the in¬ 
stant recognition of Charlie Chap¬ 
lin, Buster Keaton or W.C. Fields. 
Enormously talented, she was 
their equal in popularity and be¬ 
longs in their company. 

Emma was written for Dressier 
and casts her in the titular role of a 
loyal domestic to a wealthy fami¬ 
ly. After years of service, Emma 
marries her employer, who 
promptly dies. His greedy chil¬ 
dren, including screen newcomer 
Myma Loy, want a share of his es¬ 
tate, and Emma must defend her¬ 
self against murder charges. 

Emma contains a mix of senti¬ 
ment and slapstick more in service 
to the star than to story plausibili¬ 
ty. “Gruff but lovable” Fits this and 
virtually all other Dressier charac¬ 
terizations. She made an art of 
telling people off, but could be as 
sweet as the saintliest grandmoth¬ 
er. Emma is foremost a monument 
to her skill - it is sentimental but 
not maudlin, funny but not vulgar, 
dramatic but not turgid. Its effec¬ 
tiveness can be credited to 
Dressier, as guided by director 
Clarence Brown. This was 
Dressier at her peak, and she was 
nominated for a Best Actress 
Academy Award. She narrowly 
lost, perhaps because she picked 
up the trophy one year earlier for 
Min and Bill. 

Tugboat Annie has Dressier as 
Annie Brennan, the proud skipper 
of an old tugboat. Annie is all for¬ 
titude, but her husband Terry (Wal¬ 
lace Beery) is more often stinko 
drunk and ineffectual. The plot re¬ 
volves around familial estrange¬ 
ment and Annie’s loyalty to her 
dipsomaniacal husband. Tugboat 
Annie may reveal late prohibition 
attitudes toward drinking, but once 
again it’s Dressler’s show. She 
dominates with comedy, pathos 
and invisible spirit; first run audi¬ 
ences were reduced to weeping at 
their heroes’ misfortunes. Rarely 


was she allowed straight-ahead 
drama, but her scenes with son 
Robert Young show a fierce com¬ 
bination of maternal heartache and 
unconditional love. 

As for her and Beery, the 
match was unforgettable. Here 
were two rowdy, homely types, 
anti-glamour personified, and au¬ 
diences went wild. Many dubbed 
this one of the all-time great 
screen teams, an opinion that lives 
on to the present. As Variety sum¬ 
marized: “They fit so snugly.” The 
Dressier-Beery association is 
strong, but Min and Bill and Tug¬ 
boat Annie were their only screen 
partnerships. They both appeared 
in Dinner at Eight, the enduring 
1933 comedy of social class, but 
with no more than a few moments 
of mutual screen time. 

Dressier was foremost a bril¬ 
liant comedienne with flawless 
delivery and timing. The famous 
final scene of Dinner at Eight, as 
she double-takes and delivers a 
withering remark to Jean Harlow, 
is one of the sterling moments of 
American screen comedy. A noto¬ 
rious scene stealer, she could mug 
shamelessly for attention. The re¬ 
sults were often inspired and hys¬ 
terical, as when she made her 
sound debut in The Hollywood 
Revue of 1929. Impersonating a 
bejeweled queen, she fell from her 
dignified station with shoulder 
rolls and hand clapping whenever 
the orchestra played a cha-cha-cha 
rhythm. 

Pillar of decaying pride 

Was Dressier some strange 
aberration? What can account for 
this entertainer who broke the 
mold? Her career says a great deal 
about money, sex and comedy in 
American history. Bom in a small 
town in Ontario in 1869, she made 
a fortune as a premiere attraction 
on American and European stages 
from the 1890s to World War I. 
Her silent film career began auspi¬ 
ciously with Tillie’s Punctured Ro¬ 
mance in 1914. The Mack Sennett 
Keystone production co-starred 
Charlie Chaplin and made history 
as the first feature-length comedy. 

Responding to years of ex¬ 
ploitation, Dressier became a 
leader of the Broadway actors 
strike of 1919 and a founder of 
Actors Equity. She was branded 
“enemy” by New York producers. 
Then came a professional hiatus, 
changing public taste, a phase of 
hot temperament and bad manage¬ 
ment and by the early 1920s, 
Dressier found herself a forgotten 
fiftysomething comedienne. 
Friends from her heyday were 
dying and her relationships with 
men were grotesquely unhappy. 
She had no children or family. 


While the ’20s were roaring, and 
the flappers flapped away their 
youth. Dressier was broke, de¬ 
pressed and suicidal. 

She managed to gain a toehold 
in movies in 1927, and with 
talkies her career zoomed again. 
She made a huge impression in 
1930 as Marthy, the dear old sot 
alongside Garbo in Anna Christie. 
From there she settled into a 
$5000-a-week contract at MGM 
and never disappointed studio 
kingpins Irving Thalberg and 
Louis B. Mayer. The studio often 
paired her with Polly Moran, an¬ 
other Mack Sennett comic. Their 
pratfalls and endearing humanity 
in Caught Short, Reducing, Poli¬ 
tics and Prosperity set the stan¬ 
dard for later middle-aged female 
comedy a la Lucille Ball and Vi¬ 
vian Vance. Dressier repeatedly 
delivered the goods with Min and 
Bill, Emma , Tugboat Annie and 
Let Us Be Gay, the Norma Shear¬ 
er starrer that recently played the 
Roxie to enthusiastic crowds. Her 
overripe grande dame of Dinner at 
Eight is a glorious invention, a pil¬ 
lar of decaying pride. 

Not coincidentally, Dressler’s 
career was reborn as the stock 
market plunged. Her following 
became religious in its zeal and 
she received hundreds of fan let¬ 
ters daily. She was the private 
guest of Franklin and Eleanor 
Roosevelt and became one of the 
most famous women in the world. 
Her birthday party in 1933 includ¬ 
ed a 500-pound cake for 700 
guests on the MGM lot. Nick¬ 
names such as “The Heart of 
America,” “Queen Marie of Hol¬ 
lywood,” “The Grandest Trouper 
of Them All” and “Mother Spirit 
of the World” reveal Dressier as 
icon. A nation profoundly uncer¬ 
tain of its future took to the the¬ 
aters to see this mighty figure 
overcome all odds and thrive. 

That delightfully rubberized 
mug lasted on film for a few brief 
years. She was deathly ill during 
the making of her most famous 
movies. More films were planned, 
but cancer, heart and kidney dis¬ 
ease killed her in 1934. She died at 
the height of her popularity. Mil¬ 
lions mourned. She was loved as 
few screen actors have been be¬ 
fore or since. A Photoplay memo- 
riam noted, “it is the greatest of all 
tributes to Marie Dressier to say 
that her appeal was universal ... I 
do not care what your status in life 
may be, of one thing I am certain: 
if you ever saw Marie Dressier on 
the screen she went straight to 
your heart.” ▼

itors marched with Cuban gays 
and lesbians from the newly 
formed GALEES (Action Group 
for the Liberation of Sexual 
Choice and Expression). 

It’s a portentous moment in the 
documentary - and in Cuba’s his¬ 
tory - and, perhaps out of mod¬ 
esty, de Vries gives it just a touch 
less emphasis than might have 
been appropriate. Indeed, for U.S. 
gays and lesbians, information 
about Cuban gay life has often

t s harsh as the assessment 
may seem, it is neverthe¬ 
less true that superficiali¬ 
ty defines most journalis¬ 
tic explorations of gay life outside 
the United States. We’ve all seen 
some version of the ubiquitous 

“Gays in_” article (insert the 

name of any non-Western coun¬ 
try) with its obligatory tale of 
“How I Got Laid in Foreign Mili¬ 
tary Hero Park.” It’s the kind of 
piece magazines like The Advo¬ 
cate publish periodically for the 
titillation of readers whose prima¬ 
ry mission in traveling is to cruise 
a man with an accent. 

So when a documentary comes 
along that takes seriously the his¬ 
tory of a country and treats re¬ 
spectfully the lives of its queer in¬ 
habitants, attention must be paid. 
Such is the case with journalist 
Sonja de Vries’ documentary Gay 
Cuba, which opens November 16 
for a brief San Francisco run at the 
Victoria Theater. 

De Vries is a longtime Cuba 
watcher, and Gay Cuba, her first 
film, appeared earlier this year at 
the Berlin Film Festival, the Ham¬ 
burg Gay and Lesbian Film Festi¬ 
val, and at the Louisville Arts 
Watch Film Festival. 

Among its other achievements. 
Gay Cuba documents an historic 
first: the participation in 1995 in 
the annual Primer de Mayo (May 
Day) parade of two U.S.-based 
queer contingents, one from New 
York’s Center for Cuban Studies 
and the other from Bay Area 
Queers for Cuba (of which group 
de Vries is a co-founder). The vis- 


Improper Conduct (a 1984 film 
that was a signal event in estab¬ 
lishing the idea of an internation¬ 
al gay and lesbian human-rights 
movement) and to the late writer 
Reinaldo Arenas’ novels - though 
both men’s work was over¬ 
whelmed by ex-patriot bitterness 
and anti-communism - and to sen¬ 
sationalists media reports about 
the “imprisonment” of HIV-posi¬ 
tive people in sanitariums, about 
anti-gay pogroms, and about 
roundups of gay men and women 
prior to the 1980 Mariel boat lift, 
subjects that de Vries’ film touch¬ 
es on. 

But Gay Cuba is a monumental 
antidote to that heretofore one¬ 
sided story. In part, of course, such 
an antidote is possible - gay 
Cubans marching in the streets as 
opposed to being marched 
through the streets - because sig¬ 
nificant political changes have 
taken place in Cuba, and de Vries’ 
film allows lesbian and gay 
Cubans to speak to their counter¬ 
parts in the U.S., perhaps for the 
first time, about the lives they are 
leading in Cuba. These are not, in 
other words, men and women so 
victimized by their government 
that the only recourse they see is 
flight. 

In fact, one of Gay Cuba’s 
most significant accomplishments 
is that it allows the discussion of 
homosexuality in Cuba to be as 
ordinary as it is: the filmmakers 
interview a group of soldiers on 
the streets of Havana; one young 
man offers the opinion that homo¬ 
sexuality is abnormal, while the 
woman next to him disagrees, ar¬ 
guing that it’s a natural expression 
of difference. An agricultural 
worker talks about being an open¬ 
ly gay foreman at his co-op (imag¬ 
ine that in the U.S.); a lesbian 
radio personality says about her 
regular evening program, “It’s not 
necessarily a gay show, but I can 
tell you that most gay people in 
Havana listen to it.” 

And so it goes. After seeing a 
film like Gay Cuba, it’s perhaps 
only natural to argue that life for 
bisexual, gay, and lesbian people 
is “better” or “worse” elsewhere 
than it is in the United States. But 
it’s a false dichotomy. The U.S. is 
no paragon - of either good or evil 
- in its treatment of queer people. 
What Gay Cuba demonstrates, 
more importantly, is that the strug¬ 
gle for dignity and self-respect 
knows no nationality. ▼

somewhat illusory. We have won 
queer visibility, and yet public 
opinion polls show that people 
don’t understand very much about 
us. We have won political access, 
but we haven’t organized political 
power. That is why I say that what 
we live in is a simulation of equal¬ 
ity. Genuine equality will be 
reached when we achieve the soci¬ 
ety in which homosexuality is 
considered equal to heterosexuali¬ 
ty- 

LF: In Virtual Equality you 
discuss the existence as well as the 
dangers of the “gay ghetto. ” 
While you have been saying these 
things for years, this is perhaps 
the most detailed expression of 
your ideas yet. 

UV: Yeah, I have a very mixed 
feeling about the ghetto. The ghet¬ 
to has been a really good thing 
that has developed over the past 
20 years, and yet I feel very 
strongly that what we are fighting 
for is the right to live in the whole 
world. 

LF: So you don 7 just want peo¬ 
ple to retreat into the ghetto? 

UV: Right. I don’t want people 
to mistake the existence of gay 
and lesbian spaces for winning. I 
don’t want people to feel compla¬ 
cent. I also point out that there is a 
way in which the ghetto can rein¬ 
force the closet. People are com¬ 
fortable being out in the confines 
of gay and lesbian communities, 
but then they are not out anywhere 
else. 


LF: Some people have criti¬ 
cized your book for airing dirty 
laundry, referring to your cri¬ 
tiques of some movement leaders 
and organizations. 

UV: The book lays out a pretty 
specific and detailed critique of 
the organizing we have been 
doing in the movement. People in 
organizations that I name are illus¬ 
trations of the top down, elite-ori¬ 
ented approach to political power. 
I think for a number of years the 
gay community needed to estab¬ 
lish political access, so the ap¬ 
proaches that worked in the late 
’70s and ’80s were valuable. 
Those strategies, political action 
committees and $200-a-plate din¬ 
ners, organize a certain class of 
people and leave large numbers of 
lesbians and gay men uninvolved 
in the movement. Those shouldn’t 
be the only strategies we use. 

I don’t expect everyone will 
agree with me. The book is a con¬ 
tribution to the debate. It comes 
out of my politics and experience. 
I want people to be involved with 
the movement, bottom line. And 
my call in this book is that none of 
us can sit around on the sidelines 
watching this movement go by. It 
is the apathetic folks and the 
burned-out folks I worry about 
much more than the people who 
disagree. I tried to make the book 
really accessible and comprehen¬ 
sible to both people who have 
been involved and those who 
haven’t. 

LF: According to an article in 
The Advocate, von left NGLTF to 
lecture, write and to avoid burn¬ 
ing out. 


UV: Yeah, I left before I got 
burnt. I still respect the organizing 
work that is being done there - 
they have trained literally thou¬ 
sands of people doing media skills 
building and Fight the Right train¬ 
ing. I have faith in the idea of 
building the movement from the 
ground up, and that is what I feel 
the task force has been doing. 

LF: You have frequently cited 
the need for statewide organiza¬ 
tions in every state. What other 
problems do you see immediately 
affecting the movement? 

UV: Another problem we have 
are divisions along lines of race 
and gender. There is tremendous 
| tension along these lines and it 
| hurts us. This leaves me frustrated 
2 as someone who believes in a 
£ multiracial movement. I have al- 
| ways worked for that. Where I am 
- at right now is a very pragmatic 
place. I am willing to enter into a 
coalition with anyone towards a 
gay and lesbian civil rights agen¬ 
da, but beyond that coalition for a 
specific rights law, we may well 
be in different movements. 

LF: What would you like to see 
happen in the next ten years? 

UV: In ten years? I would like 
to see the Hawaii decision upheld 
[for same-sex marriages] and the 
right to marriage be recognized in 
all states that have lesbian and gay 
rights laws. I would like to see les¬ 
bian and gay families be safe, 
without barriers to parenting. I 
would like to see the emergence of 
a new progressive movement. We 
need to find each other and come 
together in a common organiza¬ 
tion or some other vehicle that 
gets us in contact with each other. 
Those are the kinds of things I 
hope for in the next ten years. I 
think they’re doable. 

My fear is that over the next 
ten years the far right wingers are 
going to continue to stay in power 
and fight us on every issue. They 
are part of the landscape in the 
foreseeable future, and the ques¬ 
tion is how much social control 
will they be able to seize. I am 
very comfortable with there being 
a very vigorous debate of different 
ideas. I am uncomfortable with 
one religion being imposed on all 
people, one form of family being 
imposed on all people, and one 
type of thinking being imposed on 
all people, which is what I think 
the far right represents. ▼

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John Mark Ainsley Sings 
Monteverdi to Brigadoon 

Gem of a Tenor

T hrough the years, a number 
of extraordinary artists 
have made their American 
operatic debuts in San 
Francisco: Renata Tebaldi, Mario 
Del Monaco, Giulietta Simionato, 
Elisabeth Schwarzkopf, Birgit 
Nilsson, Leonie Rysanek, Sena 
Jurinac, Leontyne Price, and 


Roberto Scandiuzzi - the list goes 
on and on. 

Last Tuesday (November 14), 
British-born tenor John Mark 
Ainsley joined this roster when he 
sang Don Ottavio in the SF 
Opera’s new production of 
Mozart’s Don Giovanni. Tomor¬ 
row night (Friday, November 17) 
he will sing works by Purcell at a 
Gala Concert honoring Sir Charles 


Mackerras at the War Memorial. 
“I’m thrilled to be here in San 
Francisco, a gay capital, a cos¬ 
mopolitan city with an opera 
house with an incredible tradi¬ 
tion,” he said recently over coffee. 

Though Ainsley is only 33 
(“I’m a July baby”), he has al¬ 
ready made 70 CDs. But the re¬ 
markable thing about his record¬ 
ings is not their sheer number or 
even his consistently beautiful 
voice, but the artistry and stylistic 
excellence Ainsley brings to 
everything from medieval music 
to Handel to Brigadoon. 

When he sings Charlie Dal- 
rymple’s “Come to Me, Bend to 
Me” from Brigadoon he sounds 
like his true place is on the Broad¬ 
way stage. Listening to his perfor¬ 
mances of songs by Schubert or 
Warlock he is obviously a bom 
recitalist. His recordings of Orfeo 
(Monteverdi’s L’Orfeo) and Ae¬ 
neas (Purcell’s Dido & Aeneas ) 
are treasures because he sings in 
the style of the period, but without 
ever sounding pedantic or pre¬ 
cious. And his recording of Don 
Ottavio in Don Giovannil Ele¬ 
gantly phrased, superbly embell¬ 
ished and ravishingly sung. How 
does he do it? 

“Style is in your head, it ab¬ 
solutely has nothing to do with 
your voice,” Ainsley explained, 
tapping his head. “Technique is a 
means of expression, it’s like 
learning to walk. There are differ¬ 
ent qualities of voice that are suit¬ 
able for different repertoire.

You’re not going to ask Hildegard 
Behrens to sing Liu [in Puccini’s 
Turandot ]. When you’re singing, 
the change in style is something 
that happens upstairs.” 

Unlike many singers, Ainsley 
never confuses the style of singing 
with communication itself. “I 
hope until the day I die that I 
never lose sight of the fact that 
performing is about communica¬ 
tion. There’s an incredible reward 
back [from the audience] when 
you’ve really communicated. You 
feel the audience listening [while 
holding their breath]. It may only 
last for a few seconds but you live 
for those moments. 

“And it doesn’t only happen in 
classical music,” he continued 
passionately. “It’s the sort of thing 
you can easily hear in a torch song 
where what’s happening goes 
straight into the solar plexus, the 
heart level. It’s not digested by the 
brain. There’s no intellectual, ‘Oh, 
that’s impressive.’ No! It goes 
straight in, and you can’t protect 
yourself. That’s the communica¬ 
tion I think is most powerful. You 
can’t always do it,” he added with 
a rueful grin. “But that’s what you 
aim for. It’s between human souls 
and that is unique.” 

Given Ainsley’s refreshing 
dedication to moving his audience 
through his art, it comes as no sur¬ 
prise that, again unlike some of his 
contemporaries, he is a fan of 
many great singers of the past. “I 
have a laser disc of an old record¬ 
ing of the Verdi Requiem [with 
Price, Cossotto, Pavarotti, Ghiau¬ 
rov and Karajan] and it’s like a tal¬ 
isman. Whenever I feel I’m at a bit 
of a loss technically I stick it on 
and just watch Leontyne. She 
stands absolutely goddamn still, 
and yet there’s incredible drama, 
poise, color - and everything - in 
her singing. It’s art concealing art. 

“Whereas nowadays, I don’t 
know if it’s that we have the con¬ 
centration span as long as a pop 
video or a section of a sitcom be¬ 
tween commercials, but there 
seems to be a reaction in some 
places that it’s not dramatic if 
you’re not throwing yourself 
around. I think that’s incredibly 
sad. Things that would have been 
shocking indications of vocal in¬ 
adequacies in Flagstad’s time are 
now [considered] necessary point¬ 
ers of somebody really giving it 
all. When a soprano breaks from 
her chest voice into her upper reg¬ 
ister, it’s like, ‘Ah, fabulous ! ’ A 
dramatic effect? Maybe it is, but 
it’s not healthy.” 

Likes “real 
people" roles 

While studying music at Ox¬ 
ford Ainsley began singing in var¬ 


ious choirs, eventually joining the 
medieval ensemble Gothic Voices. 
“As a consequence of being seen 
working with them, it wiped out a 
whole lot of auditions for me,” he 
said. “Then I started to branch out 
and do later repertoire, but still in 
concert. I didn’t make my operatic 
debut until 1989 in [Monteverdi’s] 
The Return of Ulysses with the 
English National Opera.” 

Today the tenor limits himself 
to two, possibly three, opera pro¬ 
ductions a year, carefully balanc¬ 
ing his schedule between recitals, 
concerts and recordings because 
“one pays incredible dividends to 
the other.” 

He was delighted to talk about 
roles and vocal categories, but re¬ 
sistant to pigeonholing his own 
voice. “The English tenor at its 
best is a very, very sweet and ex¬ 
tremely potent animal. But I don’t 
like the label. I’d rather just be a 
voice that’s maybe associated with 
[specific] roles. 

“The roles that turn me on are 
the operatic roles that are truly 
fleshed out, that are real people,” 
Ainsley said, adding that Lensky 
in Eugene Onegin, Faust (“in my 
dreams, one day, who knows?”), 
Werther, the Paris version of 
Gluck’s Orfeo, and “all of 
Mozart” excite him. 

Given his grueling schedule of 
learning roles, recording and per¬ 
forming, relaxing is not something 
for which there is much time in the 
tenor’s agenda, but he does indulge 
occasionally. “I just do regular gay 
guy stuff, really. Go to a movie, 
look at paintings. Go out and meet 
people.” Unfortunately it has been 
his experience that when people 
find out he is an opera singer 
human communication often stops. 
“People who don’t know anything 
about opera have a preconception, 
like if you say ‘homosexual’ to a 
lot of people who think they don’t 
know anybody gay, they automati¬ 
cally either picture a leather queen 
or someone in chiffon and never a 
regular guy. ‘Opera singer’ is the 
same thing. People say, ‘You don’t 
look like an opera singer. You’re 
not fat, you’re not grand and wear¬ 
ing jewels.’ It always gets in the 
way.” 

Perhaps John Mark Ainsley 
does not wear jewels offstage, but 
he certainly is one of the brightest 
gems in music today. And with any 
luck San Francisco audiences will 
enjoy him for years to come. ▼

of “Rococo Subversive” and a 
good old-fashioned sardonic 
cover song in the guise of Tom 
Robinson’s “Glad To Be Gay.” 
While musically it’s still attitudi- 
nal punk, what makes these songs 
queercore are the lyrics. 

Ellyott Dragon, the band’s self- 
described “loudmouth oversized- 
ego brat” adapts her singing style 
based on the song. On “Virus 
Envy,” she affects a snarling bite, 
which complements the song’s 
cautionary message about dykes 
getting HIV. “Handle Bar” is 
about drag kings, while “Let’s 
Breed” finds her and guitarist Lin- 
don sweetly singing an ironic duet 
about, well, breeding. 

Blowing through eight tracks 
in less than half an hour. Sister 
George definitely leaves you hun¬ 
gry for more. However, Ellyott 
left last year, and the rest of the 
band carried on as Kidnapper. 

Dragon’s fate 

Last week, I finally found out 
what had become of Sister 
George’s obnoxious lead singer. 
While the London band Echobelly 
was in town, I spoke with dyke 
guitarist Debbie Smith, who 
caught me up on the current state 
of queercore in Britain. With her, 
she had a demo tape from Night 
Nurse, Ellyott’s new band, which 
may be opening for Echobelly 
when they return for another U.S. 
tour in February. 

Speaking of Echobelly, their 
show at Bimbo’s last week was 
certainly a treat for all the An¬ 
glophiles in the audience. The lat¬ 
est trend the British music press 
has been hawking is something 
called “Brit-pop,” of which 
Echobelly is a part, along with 
bands such as Blur, Oasis, 
Menswear, and Elastica. Basical¬ 
ly, Brit-pop is nothing more than a 
vague tag for sharp, smart, guitar- 
oriented pop music sung with 
British accents. In the case of 
Echobelly, throw in some feminist 
lyrics and a few shades of 
Blondie, and you’ve got the mak¬ 
ings of a fabulous second album, 
the recently released On. 

Their debut album, last year’s 
Everyone’s Got One, was a 
bristling display of catchy song¬ 
writing, intelligent lyrics and a ton 
of style. On contains more of the 
same, only better. India-born lead 
singer Sonya Aurora Madan has a 
bright, ringing voice that can be 
heard clearly over Glen Johans¬ 
son’s and Debbie Smith’s edgy 
guitars. The crystal-like clarity of 
Sonya’s voice is probably the 
band’s greatest asset, not to men¬ 
tion her powerful lyrics, which are 
laden with feminist insight and 
positive messages. 

Many Echobelly songs extol 


the virtues of creating change in 
the world, but not in a way that’s 
heavy-handed or trite. “I wanna 
do great things, I don’t wanna 
compromise,” Sonya sings on the 
upbeat “Great Things.” Or on the 
swaying, lush “Something Hot in 
a Cold Country,” she intones, 
“Feed the fire, fan the flame ’til 
the world remembers your name.” 

Most interesting, however, is 
“Pantyhose and Roses,” a paean to 


Stephen Milligan, the British Par¬ 
liament member who was found 
dead while engaged in a perverse, 
autoerotic act. 

With all that going for them, 
not to mention their multi-culti 
good looks, what’s not to like? 
Besides, let’s face it, it’s really 
hard to hate a band whose guitar 
player has a sticker on her guitar 
that reads: “I Slow Down for 
Pussies.” ▼ 


Melancholy Baby 


cites oldies J.S. Bach and ABBA 
as influences and points out the 
deceptive simplicity of their com¬ 
positions. Intricate melodies hold 
Merritt’s verse-chorus-verse 
songs together. But odd chord 
changes tweak the listener, and 
each track on Get Lost , the Mag¬ 
netic Fields’ fifth album, is distort¬ 
ed and heavily layered with digital 
(drum machines, synthesizers, 
samples) and analog (guitars, 
strings) instruments. 

Merritt’s lyrics intensify this 
claustrophobic effect. Many of the 
songs here are about escape. Fame 
is liberation for a suburbanite in 
“Famous.” In “Smoke and Mir¬ 
rors,” Merritt uses a rolling 
rhythm similar to Gary Numan’s 
New Wave hit “Cars” to express 
isolation, confessing that “I don’t 
know the stations’ names/I’ll 
spend my life on this train.” The 
track this lonely train rides is time, 
which serves as an instrument of 
death (“The Desperate Things You 
Made Me Do”) and the key to 
truth (“When You’re Old and 
Lonely”). And as time steers Mer¬ 
ritt through his moonlit landscape, 
he continuously waves good-bye 
to what is, what was and what 
could be. 

For Merritt, the only respite 


from this destiny is romance. Ro¬ 
mance, although fleeting and in¬ 
tensely private, stops the clock. In 
“Don’t Look Away,” a quick cruise 
takes on monumental proportions. 
‘The moments in your gaze,” Mer¬ 
ritt softly sings, “have been turning 
to days in my heart.” The freedom 
of summer is just out of reach in 
the jangly “Love is Lighter Than 
Air,” where Merritt calls time “sin 
and illness,” compares it to an “un¬ 
forgivable mime” and then con¬ 
cludes that “Our one last chance is 
to climb into blimps of romance.” 
Summer, however, is endless in 
Southern California, and in “You 
and Me and the Moon” Merritt 
transcends both place and time by 
describing a schoolgirlish crush on 
a ’60s surfer boy wearing a 
Pendleton shirt. 

These themes - time, romance, 
fate - touch upon what it means to 
be alive. Combined with Merritt’s 
innovative musicianship, they push 
the songs on Get Lost above the 
stale realm of homocore into an 
emotionally rich, diverse and hu¬ 
mane territory beyond gender. ▼

H omocore, despite how it 
portrays itself, breaks 
very few rules. There is 
nothing new about boys 
thrashing guitars, flexing their 
muscles and grabbing their crotch¬ 
es, which may be why homocore 
bands get so much media atten¬ 
tion. Meanwhile, truly original 
characters such as gay 
singer/songwriter/musician 
Stephin Merritt, the mastermind 
behind the Magnetic Fields, wal¬ 
low in relative obscurity. 

Merritt uses computer technol¬ 
ogy to twist traditional song ele¬ 
ments into sensual soundscapes. 
In interviews, Merritt most often

Diane DiMassa's Homicidal Hothead

of the suicide of a lesbian from 
Austin, Texas reached DiMassa, 
resulting in the dedication of issue 
19 to the young woman, Lisa 
Davis. The closing line of the in¬ 
troduction reads: “A moment of 
silence and love, please, for those 
who decided not to make the turn 
[around the next comer of life].” 

“It just crushes me when I hear 
about someone who decided not to 
anymore. I don’t know what was 
going on with her, but it just dri¬ 
ves home the point that when you 
are the kind of person who doesn’t 
have a lot of defenses, life is just 
too hard to get through. 

“You have cycles of strength, 
pulling yourself up, at least I do, 
where you get to the point where 
you’re just out of gas” says Di¬ 
Massa. “But the thing is, if you 
don’t come out and say it and talk 
about it, then it’s a hundred times 
bigger inside. It doesn’t mean 
you’re weak. It doesn’t mean 
you’re fucked up. I think it’s a real 
normal response to the world we 
live in.” 

In addition to the recent atten¬ 
tion given to suicide in Hothead 
Paisan, DiMassa has also explored 
rape and incest. While these issues 
are not autobiographical, they in¬ 
dicate a desire and drive in Di¬ 
Massa to put out relevant, power¬ 
ful material. “I think Diane’s work 
is brilliant for many reasons, not 
the least of which is that it’s 
cathartic for so many people,” 
says Deborah Barkins of Cleis 
Press. “Diane is one of the calmest 
writers I know, so calm because 
Hothead isn’t. I think everyone 
needs their own Hothead.” 

DiMassa feels that this is her 
work’s paramount purpose. “See¬ 
ing women heal is like the best 
thing in the world, and it shocks 
and saddens me that most of these 
women have never felt a unity or 
have never known that other 
women are feeling the same 
thing.” With her own past provid¬ 
ing the inspiration, DiMassa’s 
work transcends gender, orienta¬ 
tion, and life experience. Hothead 
Paisan is the first and last bastion 
of lesbian terrorism. With Chicken 
purring beside her, she journeys 
through the pages into the hearts 
and minds of readers. V

Return of the

an Francisco artist and 
writer Diane DiMassa ex¬ 
hales her life onto the 
% ; 5 pages on her drawing 
table. The result, borne out in re¬ 
markable drawings and a sick 
sense of reality, is Hothead Paisan, 
a character full of unbridled rage, 
creativity and love, articulated in 
pictures and words. To call it a 
comic strip seems a misnomer, for 
Hothead Paisan is nothing if not 
Diane’s own id, functioning with 
childlike innocence and rage. The 
expression of this id has resulted 
in a unique comiczine with an 
enormous following. 

Over the past 19 issues. Hot¬ 
head has found many crazed com- 
padres, as she strolls through the 
pages with punked-out bad hair, 
armed to the tits, prepared to take 
on any form of societal toxic 
waste, be they rapists or bigots. 
She counts among her friends 
Roz, a blind Zen-like character 
who wears Birkenstocks; Daphne, 
her giggling girlfriend; and Chick¬ 
en, her faithful cat companion. 

The ’zine began after Stacy 
Sheehan, now Giant Ass publisher, 
saw drawings in Diane’s diary. 
“When I found what was to be¬ 
come the first four pages of Hot¬ 
head Paisan issue #1,” says Shee¬ 
han, “my mouth dropped open. I 
was stunned and my mind was lit¬ 
erally blown away. It took me a 
few minutes to put my head back 
together. The first thought I had 
was that this was amazing, original 
material and had to be put out!” 

Now, four times annually, 
Diane DiMassa leaves her diary 
“on the steps of city hall” in the 
form of Hothead Paisan, the 
Homicidal Lesbian Terrorist. After 
five years, DiMassa is now releas¬ 
ing her second compilation book. 
The Revenge of Hothead Paisan. 
DiMassa’s first book. Hothead 
Paisan: Homicidal Lesbian Ter¬ 
rorist , published by Cleis Press, 
holds the first nine issues of the 
’zine. Revenge, which is also pub¬ 
lished by Cleis Press, contains is¬ 
sues #10-18 and features a 30- 
page flashback courtesy of friend¬ 
ly feline Chicken and Miss Woo. 

These 30 new pages were a 
struggle for DiMassa, forcing her 
to spend the winter chained to her 
drawing board six to 12 hours per 
day. “It was a long winter,” Di¬ 
Massa says in an interview from 


her home in San Francisco. 
“I just thought it was never 
going to end. When I am 
on a really heavy deadline, 
I have to schedule in eat¬ 
ing, because if I don’t then 
I go a long time without 
eating and then my blood 
sugar drops and I become a 
homicidal lesbian terror¬ 
ist.” 


A kinder, 
gentler 
Hothead? 

Both DiMassa and 
Sheehan are pleased with 
issue #19, due in part to its 
divergence from Hothead’s 
norm. In it, especially in 
story lines like A Poke in 
the Park, a less violent 
Hothead emerges. “What 
was most significant to me 
about issue #19 was that I 
have always kept rage the 
main focus,” says DiMas¬ 
sa. “And I really strayed off of that 
issue. The whole idea of getting 
her involved with anyone is 
strange. I guess that in itself is a 
big change. I spent more time on 
them just being googly with each 
other, making out in the park and 
then going home and having this 
hot, sweaty night.” 

A subject of great speculation 
is Daphne’s gender. While hints 
have been dropped that Daphne 
may be transgender, DiMassa 
doesn’t consider this an estab¬ 
lished fact. “Daphne has many 
facets that are yet to be revealed. I 
had hinted something about hor¬ 
mones, something about a big 
transition, and stuff like that, but I 
had never quite come out and said 
exactly what was going on be¬ 
cause, again, I didn’t start out with 
this plan. And knowing me, it will 
probably end up being something 
very silly. Maybe I’ll introduce a 
transgender character later. I don’t 
want to write big fiction. I might 
end up pulling that kind of thing 
off Daphne, because Hothead is so 
autobiographical.” 

Due to the autobiographical 
nature of Hothead, and DiMassa’s 
desire to reflect issues of society, 
two of the three issues released 
thus far in 1995 have dealt specif¬ 
ically with exorcising personal 
demons. Hence, Hothead strug¬ 
gles with suicide, drinking, and 
reaching out for hope. After the re¬ 
lease of issues 17 and 18, the news

A Salute to the Sleazemeisters 


The Sleaze Merchants: Adven¬ 
tures in Exploitation Filmmaking 
Edited by John McCarty; St. 
Martin's Griffin, $16.95

m | oliticians from Bob Dole 
to Bill Clinton have tried 
m to put the film industry on 
the defensive, but when 
they attack a film-like Natural 
Born Killers as “exploiting” the 
American masses they only prove 
how little they know about the 
subject. NBK has nothing on the 
ghastly, gory, salacious pictures 
surveyed in the highly amusing 
The Sleaze Merchants. 

McCarty divides his tome into 
three sections, which pay homage 
to the Grand Masters, the Honor¬ 
able Practitioners and the Young 
Turks. Familiar “talents” like Ed 


Wood Jr. and John Waters are pro¬ 
filed, along with lesser-known 
folks like William Lustig (his 
Manic Cop, a worldwide hit, suc¬ 
cessfully mixed horror- and ac¬ 
tion-film conventions), Spain’s 
Jess Franco (dubbed “ the most 
prolific sleaze merchant of all 
time”) and A1 Adamson (who 
toiled in every genre from T&A to 
thrillers to blaxploitation). 

What all the filmmakers share 
is a passion for life’s seamier side 
and the ability to stretch a dollar 
from here to Hawaii. Ted Mikels, 
who claims his 1974 film The Doll 
Squad inspired TV’s Charley’s 
Angels, tells how he eked out a ca¬ 
reer: “I managed a film or two a 
year using short ends - 20 to 50 
feet - of raw stock that I bought 
from the major studios for a penny 
a foot. Some of those short ends 
were so short that you had to re¬

Faint Praise by Ellen Hart; Seal,

ou should set aside some 
time for real reading plea¬ 
sure - a new Jane Lawless 
novel has arrived. In her 
latest mystery, Faint Praise, Jane 
is asked by her old friend, Roz, to 
investigate some very creepy go¬ 
ings on in her apartment building. 
Someone has been breaking into 
Roz’s apartment, searching 
through her things, reading her 
journal, but taking nothing. What 
starts as an odd little investigation 
takes a dark turn when one of the 
other tenants is beaten up. A 
seemingly unrelated suicide may 
be the key to the case, or one hor¬ 
rendous red herring. 

Ellen Hart is a solid writer who 
knows how to create suspenseful 
situations with the merest turn of a 
phrase. Her amateur sleuth is smart 
enough to be believable as a detec¬ 
tive, but not so clever that she 


leaves her readers in the dust. A 
fascinating subplot concerning ob¬ 
sessive love provides comic relief 
of a somewhat uneasy kind. The 
characters are richly detailed, the 
dialogue sharp and often witty. 
Faint Praise, deserves enthusiastic 
acclaim; it is a mystery that keeps 
its secrets through to its astonish¬ 
ing, yet entirely credible ending. T

load the camera after every take. 
... They talk about as low budgets 
as $7,000 - if I’d had $7,000 for 
some of my films I could have 
made a spectacular!” 

Spectacular is not the descrip¬ 
tion most would apply to the flicks 
McCarty and his contributors de¬ 
scribe - many played first (and 
only) in drive-ins or rundown the¬ 
atres or went straight to video. But 
to aficionados, a film like Andy 
Milligan’s The Ghastly Ones 
(“greedy relatives gather on a re¬ 
mote estate to claim an inheritance 
at any price”) or Fred Olen Ray’s 
Hollywood Chainsaw Hookers 
(need we describe?) is a “classic.” 

Equally classic are some of the 
films’ publicity angles. David F. 
Friedman described his “soft-X” 
[as in X-rated] The Lustful Turk as 
“a picture in the tradition of 
Lawrence of Arabia ... but with 
girls.” The movies’ credits showed 
a sense of humor - and perspec¬ 
tive - too: Moonshine Mountain’s 
titles say it was “Directed by Her- 
schell Gordon Lewis, who ought 
to know better, but don’t.” 

But what are exploitation 
films? Lewis, truly one of the 
field’s Grand Masters, defines 
them as works “in which the ele¬ 
ments of plot and acting become 
subordinate to the elements that 
can be promoted.” 

This thesis leads Lewis to an 
interesting observation: “I would 
regard Jurassic Park as the ulti¬ 
mate exploitation film ... [T]he 
acting level is junior high school. 
People read their lines as though 
they’re seeing them on a 
TelePrompTer for the first time.... 
A film like Cyrano de Bergerac 
with Jose Ferrer - now that’s a 


motion picture. There are no ex¬ 
ploitation values at all ... elements 
the promoter can grab onto and 
shake in the face of theater owners 
to get them to play the picture.” 

Exploitation films have a broad 
appeal, one that transcends the 
(really) lowbrow target audience. 
Mass Communications majors 
write overwrought, overthought 


dissertations about them and peo¬ 
ple who should know better (but 
don’t) watch them, join collectors’ 
clubs and even hold conventions. 
McCarty’s book shows why, de¬ 
spite the condemnation they re¬ 
ceive from critics and politicians 
alike, the sleaze merchants’ oeu¬ 
vre remains a staple of the Ameri¬ 
can cinema. T

Essex Hemphill: 
1957-1995

!| || he world lost a little more 
| light on Saturday, Novem¬ 
ber 4 when cultural ac¬ 
tivist and poet Essex 
Hemphill passed away in 
Philadelphia due to complications 
from AIDS. His death has created 
a vacuum which will be impossi¬ 
ble to fill, as he was so much more 
than the reductionist, simplistic la¬ 
bels: black gay, writer, activist, 
role-model and friend, words I 
could easily use to describe him. 

I first encountered Hemphill’s 
writing in the landmark In The 
Life: A Black Gay Anthology, a 
book as awe-inspiring, provoca¬ 
tive and revolutionary now as it 
was when it first appeared almost 
a decade ago. Like many black 
gay men, I had ceased to find so¬ 
lace or illumination in books of 
fiction about white gay men who 
inhabited the East coast axis Of 
Manhattan, Boston, and Fire Is¬ 
land (and other points of non-in¬ 
terest) and had turned to the writ¬ 
ings of women of color - both 
straight and lesbian - to find the 
truths for which I was looking. 

Then I stumbled upon In The 
Life, and a door opened for me. 
Like its editor, the late Joseph 
Beam, I had almost lost hope of 
ever finding books that spoke 
specifically to my realities and ex¬ 
periences, but this anthology 
changed all that by introducing me 
to the burgeoning world of con¬ 
temporary black gay writing. 
Hemphill’s work, in particular, 


reached out and touched me, ut¬ 
tered emotions, contradictions, 
frustrations, and joys of my life 
like nothing had before. 

After that I was hooked, and I 
began reading everything I could 
find by Hemphill, including his 
self-published chapbooks Earth 
Life and Conditions. At a reading 
he gave at Modem Times in San 
Francisco, I finally met him, and 
my world has not been the same 
since. I was your typical awkward 
and embarrassed acolyte, not 
wanting to approach the object of 
my adulation, but he seemed so 
down-to-earth and considerate 
that I shed my fears and boldly ap¬ 
proached him to say hello and tell 
him what an inspiration he had 
been to me. 

Instead of saying thank you 
and moving quickly on, like so 
many writers of his stature might 
have done, Hemphill sat down 
with me and asked if I wrote, and 
when I answered yes, what I wrote 
about. He then proceeded to en¬ 
courage me in my endeavors and 
asked me to keep in touch, even 
writing down his address and ask¬ 
ing me to send him some of nty 
work. I hadn’t expected such an 
engaging and personal response 
from someone who had no real 
reason to treat me with such kind¬ 
ness, but I got it anyway because 
that was the kind of person 
Hemphill was. No matter how 
busy or celebrated he became, he 
always had time for us ordinary 
folk who approached him to share 
a moment of his time. 

Hemphill’s poetry plays an im¬ 
portant part in two milestones of 
black gay cinema, Marlon Riggs’ 
Tongues Untied and Isaac Julien’s 
Looking for Langston, both re¬ 
leased in 1989. It’s impossible to 
imagine either film without his 
significant contributions. Tongues 
Untied would not be the same 
without Hemphill’s readings of 
“Black Beans” or “Now We 
Think.” And without the last- 
minute addition of more of 
Hemphill’s poetry to replace that 
of Langston Hughes (when his es¬ 
tate refused to give its permission 
for use), Looking for Langston 
would not have gotten its initial 
U.S. release. 

But Hemphill could always be 
counted on to help his brothers 
when they were in need, even if it 
meant taking on work himself. 
When Joseph Beam died before 
completing work on Brother to 


Brother: New Writing by Black 
Gay Men, Hemphill stepped in to 
finish editing it. He even wrote the 
poem “When My Brother Fell,” 
which he dedicated to Beam and 
which explained his unquestion¬ 
ing assumption of his friend’s 
work. 

The last published collection of 
Hemphill’s writing was 1992’s 
Ceremonies: Prose and Poetry. 
Though it contained work previ¬ 
ously seen or heard in other books 
or films, it also included many 
new and wonderful pieces, such 
as: “Does Your Mama Know 
About Me?,” his controversial ad¬ 
dress to an OUT/Write conference 
in San Francisco; “If Freud Had 
Been A Neurotic Colored 
Woman,” an incisive critique of 
the writing of noted Afrocentric 
demagogue Dr. Frances Cress 
Welsing, or “To Be Real,” his illu¬ 
minating take on the film Paris is 
Burning. 

Hemphill was also a recipient 
of fellowships in literature from 
the D.C. Commission for the Arts 
and the National Endowment for 
the Humanities. Besides the afore¬ 
mentioned books and films, 
Hemphill’s work was also fea¬ 
tured in the anthologies New Men, 
New Minds; Gay and Lesbian Po¬ 
etry in Our Time; Tongues Untied; 
Art Against Apartheid; Men and 
Intimacy; The Poet Upstairs; Na¬ 
tives, Tourists, and Other Myster¬ 
ies; and High Risk. Hemphill’s 
work has also appeared in the Ad¬ 
vocate, Out/Week, High Perfor¬ 
mance, and Gay Community 
News.

Though he has left us a 
rich and bountiful legacy of bril¬ 
liance and beauty, we will mourn 
the loss of his beautiful, compas¬ 
sionate and loving soul. ▼

T wenty years ago, long be¬ 
fore Out, Genre, and Ten 
Percent crowded news¬ 
stands, a magazine was 
launched that helped change gay 
media forever. Dubbed “The Mag¬ 
azine for the Macho Male,” 
Drummer, in 1975, held up a new 
image of gay America: tough, 
masculine, and sexy. It was the 
first major leather magazine, and 
two decades later it remains the 
standard by which all competitors 
are judged. 

“Drummer is sort of like hav¬ 
ing a crazy aunt who you never 
wanted around, but you’re thrilled 
they’re there,” says Wickie 
Stamps, the magazine’s editor. 
Even if the magazine still isn’t 
likely to turn up on most people’s 
coffee tables, plenty of gay men 
recognize it as an important and 
unique forum in an age when most 
gay magazines are increasingly 
asexual. 

“When Drummer began - and I 
think sometimes this gets forgot¬ 
ten - it wasn’t just about tough 
guys, it was about sex,” says 
Stamps. “ Drummer has continued 
to keep sex in gay male identity. It 
is constantly and continuously and 
relentlessly about sex.” 

Twenty years ago. Drummer 
was one of a kind. The images of 
gay masculinity it portrayed were 
powerful, its focus on sex was 
overt, and its leather orientation 
drew ire even from the gay com¬ 
munity. 

“When I think back to when 
we started Drummer, we were 
such a novelty we were watched 
over by the Los Angeles Police 
Department,” John Embry, 
founder and former publisher of 


was started as a gay male maga¬ 
zine, but over the years it has be¬ 
come pansexual, which means we 
reach out to everybody.” 

Lesbian editor 

If the racial and gender politics 
of leather have shifted over the 
years, the fact that Drummer is 
now edited by Stamps, a lesbian, 
is indicative of the sea change. 

“I sometimes wonder how as a 
dyke I can come in here,” Stamps 
admits. “But I seem to have a 
great ability to pick out really 
raunchy sex stories and images. In 
some ways, hot sex is hot sex. A 
lot of lesbians read Drummer, be¬ 
cause it’s really raunchy good 
sex.” 

Sterling admits that women 
might read Drummer, or the other 
men’s leather magazines, either 
because of the hot stories or to 
learn specific sexual techniques. 
But, says Sterling, those publica¬ 
tions are still fundamentally men’s 
magazines. The real alternative for 
women, she says, is her magazine, 
which was launched in 1984. 

“The biggest reason Bad Atti¬ 
tude was founded was to promote 
lesbian sexuality, which a lot of 
people think doesn’t exist,” says 
Sterling. “Under my ownership, 
I’ve wanted to promote S/M, 
which is becoming more trendy, 
but which still isn’t particularly 
acceptable for lesbians. It’s al¬ 
ways going to be considered bad 
or rebellious or outrageous.” 

Being outrageous is part of the 
point. Even if leather has become 
more visible since 1975, all of the 
leather publications have retained 
their air of rebellion. They aren’t 
intended to fit comfortably beside 
National Geographic on the cof¬ 
fee table. 

“There’s something this repre¬ 
sents,” Stamps says of Drummer. 
“It’s not a benign thing. This isn’t 
the New Yorker. ” ▼

Drummer, says with some 
satisfaction. “It’s helped 
give the gay community 
a new image. When 
Drummer started, the 
image was the fluffy 
sweater and drag, but 
now when you think of 
gays, you occasionally 
think of whips and 
chains.” 

But since 1975, 
leather has become 
more visible and less 
shocking to the aver¬ 
age gay reader, and 
Drummer’s status as 
a sort of outlaw pub¬ 
lication has waned. 

“Leather has now 
become more main¬ 
stream,” Stamps ad¬ 
mits. “Now, some¬ 
one can dress in 
leather and it does¬ 
n’t necessarily 
mean that’s the 
kind of sex they’re 
having.” 

In order to 
continue pushing 
the envelope. 

Drummer has ex¬ 
panded its focus to include a 
broader range of sexual fetishes, 
from bondage to piercing to pagan 
rituals. Ironically, at the same time 
Drummer attempts to broaden its 
perspective, the magazine risks 
losing its distinctive appeal. And 
while Drummer struggles to re¬ 
gain its prestige and influence, 
other leather and fetish magazines 
- Bound and Gagged, Cuir and 
Bear, for instance - proliferate, 
magazines that have already creat¬ 
ed niches for themselves in the 
leather media, eating into Drum¬ 
mer’s audience. “There are so 


many holes that Drummer has left 
wide open,” says Embry, “that all 
these other publications have been 
able to get started.” 

Not for white men only 

Perhaps the recent proliferation 
of leather and fetish magazines is 
not merely a result of Drummer’s 
shortcomings, but rather an indica¬ 
tion of the diversity of sexual inter¬ 
ests now demanding more specific 
coverage. It would be unreasonable 
to expect one magazine to cover a 


leather and 
fetish scene that 
has grown to 
mammoth pro¬ 
portions, and 
whose bound¬ 
aries have altered 
dramatically. 

Indeed, leather 
and S/M have 
spread far beyond 
the images Drum¬ 
mer made famous 
in 1976. Jasmine 
Sterling, publisher 
of lesbian S/M 
magazine Bad Atti¬ 
tude, sees connec¬ 
tions between gay 
men and lesbians - 
and heterosexuals - 
opening up within 
leather’s newer and 
broader boundaries. 

“We’re trying to 
combine all the scenes 
into a more pansexual 
scene, which is good,” 
says Sterling. “People 
are learning to get along 
better and communicate 
better.” 

Some leather enthusi¬ 
asts are dismayed by the 
changes in their scene, 
however, and argue that greater 
inclusion and mainstream accep¬ 
tance only water down the rigidly 
defined and exclusive subculture 
they once knew. 

The greatest change over the 
last two decades has been the in¬ 
creasing inclusiveness of the 
leather scene, once renowned as a 
bastion of white men. 

“One of the best things that’s 
happened in the leather communi¬ 
ty in the last 20 years is the inclu¬ 
sion of non-white males,” says 
Owens. “And I don’t just mean 
men of color, I mean people, re¬ 
gardless of color or gender or any¬ 
thing else. The Leather Journal
